INFORMATION (fy way of Manifefto) of the 
Differences between his Pruffian Majeffy and the Court of 
Hanover, about the Cartel, and the Detention of the Sub- 
altern Officers and Soldiers, who were paffing through the 
Territories of Hanover, furnifh’d with good Pafjports. 


ik is already known to all the World, after what 
Manner the Court of Hanover fome Time fince caus 
fed a confiderable Numiber of Prufian Subalterns and 
Soldiers, pafling thro” their Territories, to be arrefied, 
and imprifon’d like the greateft Malefators, notwith- 
ftanding they were furnifh’d with good Paffports in due 
Form, had undertaken nothing prejudicial to their Sub- 
je&ts, nor done any Thing that could draw upon thent 

an Hoftility of that Nature. ; 
As fo unexpected a Condu& muft of Neceflity very 
much affet hie Prufian Maj, 3 and the more, becaufe 
h he 
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he had no previous Advice or Notice of the Reafons that 
might have occafion’d the fame ;' his Majefty refolv’d to 
complain of it by a Letter, which the Prufian Mini- 
flers wrote the 2d of uly laft to thofe of Hanover, on 
Account of another Difference that. happen’d about the 
Clamey-Weyde, as itis call’d ; declaring at the fame Time, 
that he was ready to terminate by friendly Negotiations 
that Article and the other Differences fubfifting between 
this Court and that of Hanover, in Cafe the King of 
Great Britain would do the like, and give his Confent 
to a Reciprocal Commiffion; provided, neverthelefs, 
that every Thing fhould be reftor’d upon the ancient 
Foot, and that the Pruffian Sold‘ers fhould no more be 
arrefted: But inftead of taking a Refolution for the En- 
largement of thofe that had been arrefted, the Hanove- 
rian Minifters endeavour’d, on the contrary, to juftify 
the Seizing of them, by their Anfwer of the 14th of 
July, alledging the following Reafons : 

_ © That the Pruffians firft began to break the Cartel fet- 
© tled for the Delivery of Deferters. 

© 1. Becaufe not only feveral Hanoverian Soldiers, fome 
© of whom had Furlows, and others were Deferter: 
* were feized and even enlifted, contrary to the Cartel 5 
* but alfo, 

* 2. Becaufe feveral Burghers and Peafants of the 
© Towns and Villages of Hanover, who were going to 
* the Ele&torate of Brandenburg about their Private Af- 
© fairs, were carry’d away by Force, and by all Manner 
© of ill Ufage, oblig’d to enter into the Service. 

* 2. That moreover, a Miller’s Servant, of the Pas 
* rith of Gattau in the Territories of Hanover, was lately 
“ taken away, and fore’d to lift himfelf for a Soldier. 

© 4. That the Minifters of Hanover had indeed made 
* divers Reprefentations to his Pruffian Majefty againtt 
© thefe Proceedings, fo contrary to Juftice and Equity, 
* and fo prejudicial to the Communication of Neigh- 
“ bouring Provinces ; and demanded the Enlargement of 
* the Soldiers and Subjetts of Hanover, at by the Regi- 
© fters taken for feveral Years paft, mightappear: But 
© that far from obtaining a favourable Refolution, they 
© did not fo much as vouchfafe any Anfwer at all. That 
© the King of Great Britain could not help taking this 
© to heart; nor difpenfe with giving Orders to feize, by 
© way of Reprizal, the Pruffian Subalterns and Soldiers 
“ that were paffing thro” his Territories, and to fecure 

* their Perfons, without doing them any Violence; bus 
* at 
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¢ at the fame Time offering to fet them at Liberty, as 
¢ foon as the Subjeéts of Hanover, taken away by Force, 
‘and prefs’d into the Service, fhould be difcharg’d, 
© and his Prufian Majefty pleafed' to enter into Negotia- 
© tions to terminate that Difference and others in a 
* friendly Way.’ 

Now, tho’ thefe labour’d Reafons and Pretences may 
at firft fight feem very plaufible; yet their Groundlefe 
nefs, and confequently the Injuftice of the Proceedings 
of Hanover will appear the more plainly, in regard his 
Pruffian Majefty has caufed the Lift of Soldiers and Sub- 
jets of Hanover, reclaim’d in the Month of December 
1728, ‘and afterwards in the Month of February this 
Year, confifting of ten Perfons, to be examin’d and com- 
par’d with the Records: But by thefe Records it is 
found, that 
' With Regard to the firft Point, among thofe ten Per- 
fons, there was a Hanoverian Soldier of the Regiment of 
Wrangel, who was reclaim’d and not deliver’'d ups; but 
then it appears on the other Hand, that he could not be 
reclaim’d with Juttice, becaufe he was not only a Na- 
tive of this Country, but was aétually fworn into the 
Service of Prufia in the Year 1725. After which, ha- 
ving obtain’d a Furlow, he went into the Territories of 
Hanover, and was there, according to his own Confef- 
fion, inveigled into the Service, tho’, as he fays, he 
publickly declar’d that he was a Soldier in the Regi- 
ment of Arnim, When in a while he had got a Furlow 
from the Officers of Hanover, he return’d into his own 
Country, where he was known by the Country People, 
and by them feiz’d as a Deferter, and deliver’d up to 
the Regiment ef Arnim; all which was communicated 
to the Regency of Hanover. Thus this Affair can never 
ferve to juftify, or be alledg’d on the Part of Hanover as 
a fufficient Reafon for the unexpected Seizure of the 
PrufianSubalterns and Soldiers that travell’d with Paff- 
ports ; and efpecially, becaufe the Minifters of Hanover 
refus’d at the fame Time to fend back to the Regiment 
of Lottum a Pruffian Deferter, detain’d under the fume 

retence, but without any flronger Circumftance, than 
is having taken a Piece of Money, fome Time before, 
of a Soldier of the Regiment of Hanover, to lift into the 
Service: And.when the Regiment of Lottum afterward 
gavethem Notice, that they might exchange that De- 
ferter fora Deferter of Hanover, that had been likewile 

feiz'd, they receiv’d no Anfwer. 
Hh 2 There 
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' There was alfo, among the ten Perfohs above-men- 
tion’d, a Hanoverian Soldier born in the Old Mark, who 
voluntarily lifted himfelf in the Regiment of his Pruf- 
fian Majetty’s Life-Guards. This Man complain’d, that 
in his Paffage thro’ the Territories of Haxover, he was 
forc’d into the Service 5 that he purchas’d his Liberty 
for 10 Rixdollars, to be nearer Home; but being taken 
ill before he rejoin’d his Regiment, he was fent to the 
Laxaret, where he remain’d ’till the Hanoverians were 
reclaim’d, and then it was propos’d to fend him back, 
upon Condition that they fhould fend back three Troo- 
pers of the fame Regiment who had Furlows, and hae 
ving out-flaid their Time, were ftill detain’d by the Ha- 
noverians 3 but they would not comply with this Pro- 
pofal. 

There are, moreover, among the ten Perfons in Que- 
ftion, two Deferters from the Hanoverian Troops, who had 
enter'd into the Service of Pruffia, before it was known 
they were Deferters. An Officer of Hanover being come 
to reclaim them, he did it fo publickly, that thofe De- 
ferters made their Efcape, even before the Pruffian Offi- 
cers knew of the Hanoverian Officer’s Arrival. 

If therefore the Regency of Hanover pretend to charge 
the Prufian Officers with Negligence, the Tables may 
juftly be turn’d upon thofe of Hanover; for a Pruffian 
Deferter having lifted among the Guards of Hanover, and 
having been reclaim’d, Anfwer was made fix Months 
after, that he was not then in the faid Regiment. 

Now, whether the Reafons above alledg’d on the Part 
of Hanover were fufficient Ground for the arretting in fo 
vigorous a Manner all the Pruffian Subalterns and Sol. 
diers that were pafling thro’ the Territories of Hanover 5 
and whether fuch Procedure can be juftify’d in the Sight 
of God and the World, is left to every Man’s impartial 
Judgment : It being manifeft, and eafy to be prov’d, 
both by Inftruments in Writing, and by living Witneffes, 
that upon the other Claims made by the Regency of Ha- 
nover, where the Cafes were indifputable, the’ Hanove- 
rian Deferters were deliver’d up, in confiderable Num- 
bers, purfuant to the Cartel of the Year 1719. Nay, 
farther, this has been lately praétis’d, tho” there is a- 
bundant Reafon to complain of the Hanoverians, that 
even the Bailiffs were forbid to deliver up the Prufian 
Deferters detain’d at Hanover; which happen’d this 
Year, in relation to a Trooper that deferted, and enter’d 
jato the Service of Holland, from which he had 4 mind 

to 
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to pafs into that of Hanover ; and in Anfwer to the Let- 
ter which the Minifters of Hanover fent to the King of 
Pruffia, dated April 4, 1729, his Majefty contented him- 
felf with referring them, by a Letter dated May 6, 
1729, to the many repeated Inftances of what had been 
always done upon fuch Occafions. 

For what regards the fecond Point, concerning the fix 
remaining Subje&ts of Hanover forced into the Service 
by ill Ufage in the Territories of Pruffia; we thall not 
here infift upon what our Natives have declar’d, how 
they were forcibly feiz’d by the Hanoverians, and by hard 
Treatment compell’d to take Service; but that the 
Pruffians could not on their Part refolve, at the firft Call, 
and without any Enquiry, to releafe the fix Perfons in 
Queftion, may fufficiently appear, if it be only confi- 
der’d, that even upon this Score the Releafement of the 
Pruffian Subalterns and Soldiers ought not to have been 
refus’d, becaufe his Pruffian Majefty had been gracioufly 
pleas’d to give Affurances, that he would do them al! 
Manner of Juftice, after a thorow Examination, and a 
Conference between both Parties: Adding, that accord- 
ing to the Accounts fent in from the Prujian Regiments 
to which thofe fix Men belong’d, they did not volunta- 
rily lift themfelves at firft, but were feiz’d againft their 
Will, and engag’d in the Service, not by Force, but by 
dint of liberal Bounty-Money, and ftrong Perfuafion : 
That they afterwards enroll’d themfelves, fome for Two 
Years, and fome for Three, and were defirous to ferve 
out that Time ; fo that fcarce any of them would choofe 
to be difcharg’d fooner, one Man only excepted, who 
deferted contrary to his Articles, and is enter’d into the 
Service of Hanover. 

But the Havoverians cannot under anv of thefe Pre- 
tences alledge, that the Cartel was firft broke by the Pru/- 
fians ; partly, becaufe a Subje&t of Prufia, nay, one that 
was a {worn Soldier, and furnifh’d with a Paffport, was 
compell’d into the Service in their Country, and his 
Paffport taken from him; and partly becaufe there is 
no fuch Queftion in the Cartel, as this, Whether either 
of the High Contraétors may compel the Subjetts of the other, 
in his Territories, to take Service againft their Will? On 
the contrary, that Article was inferted in the rough 
Draught made at Hanover, and fent to his Pruffian Ma- 
jefty, but by him rejefted, and therefore omitted in the 
two Copies agreed upon and ratify’d by both Parties. 





Hence 
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Hence then it appears, that the Hanoverians Charge 
againft the Pruffians, for firft breaking in upon the Car- 
tel, isan unjutt Accufation, 

As for the third Point, concerning the Miller that was 
taken away, it does not appear, upon Infpeétion of the 
Papers, that any Complaint of that Nature was made 
either to his Majefty or his Miniftry ; neither does the 
Court of Prufia yet know what Regiment, Officer, or 
Soldier was guilty of the Fa&t. And therefore this pre- 
tended new but unknown Accident can no ways juttify 
the injurious Detention of his Pruffian Majefty’s inno- 
cent and travelling Soldiers, and the Refufal to deliver 
them up, contrary to the Affurances given, that the 
Hanoverians would redrefs any Grievances, upon an equi- 
table Foot. 

For what regards the fourth Point, which infinuates 
as if no Anfwer had ever been return’d to the Com- 
plaints of the Hanoverians 5 it may, on the contrary, be 
made appear, by feveral Writings, and even by Letters 
of Thanks to his Majefty, from the Minifters of Hanover, 
that not only Anfwers were return’d, but alfo the De- 
ferters, and feveral Subjeéts of Hanover, who had been 
enroll’d againft their Will, difcharged and fent Home ; 
and that, altho” fome of his Pruffian Majefty’s Regi- 
ments had here and there committed a few Diforders, 
contrary to his Laws, his Majefty never refus’d to do 
Juftice in that Refpe&t : Notwithftanding, Hanover pre- 
tends to have been thereby compell’d to fuch a rigorous 
Seizure of many innocent Perfons, contrary to all Right 
and Equity. 

Thefe fevere Reprifals of the Court of Hanover, are 
yet the more unjuftifiable, becaufe the Grievances they 
complain of will be found, upon Comparifon, to be 
equal’d at leait, if not exceeded, by thofe produced on 
the Part of Prufia: And fince they do not manifeftly 
appear, Men ought firft to have examin’d and prov’d 
them, before they fought Redrefs by way of Violence 
whereas, the Detention of the Pruffian Officets and Sol 
diers without Diftin@ion, and in great Numbers, is 
neither juft, nor proportion’d to the Hanoverian Com- 
plaints ; for, inftead of the Deferters, and other Sub- 
je&ts that never were in their Service, who are reclaim’d 
on the Part of Hanover, they, by way of Reprifals, ar- 
reft and imprifon Men that are a€tually in the King of 
Pruffia’s Service, and are no Deferters, but real Sol+ 
diers, furnifh’d with good Paffports, which cannot be 

violated 
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violated without a Breach of the Common Safety. That 
thefe Reprifals of the Court of Hanover, cannot be 
look’d upon as neceffary, will moreover appear, becaufe 
they cannot pretend that ever Juflice was deny’d them 
in thefe Matters, on the Part of Prafia 3 which, how- 
ever, is the only Point that can authorize Reprifals be- 
tween Sovereign Powers. Neverthele’s, his Prujian 
Majefty did (to give further Proofs of his Juflice, and 
of the particular Friendfhip and Efleem which he had 
conftantly fhewn for his Britannick Majetly, out of a 
Senfe of the many Ties both of Religion and of Blood, 
that were between them, cemented by mutual! Interett ; 
and to preferve the Peace between them, and that of 
the neighbouring Subjeéts and Territories of the Em- 
pire) once more declare and offer, upon the 2d of Auzufé 
laft, to do all that could, with Right and Reafon, be 
requir’d of him, and fubmit the Examination and 
Decifion of the Differences in Queftion, to Commifiio- 
ners named by both Parties ; particularly to puniih in 
an exemplary Manner, the Soldiers accufed of invading 
the Territories of Lunenburg, during the Difference 
about the Clamey-Weyde, after they are try’d and found 
guilty of the fame ; and to fend back fuch Soldiers as 
had taken Service among the Prufian Troops, and might 
juftly be reclaim’d, provided a Stop were firft put to 
the Reprifals fo injurioufly made, and confequently the 
Pruffian Subalterns and Soldiers detain’d in the Elettorate 
of Hanover, fet at Liberty. 

And altho’ the King of Prufia well hoped, that a 
fpeedy and favourable Anfwer would have been return’d 
to his Letter of the 17th of Auzuft; yet his Majefty 
has not only had the Mortification of expetting it in 
vain to this very Day ; but moreover the Privy-Coun- 
fellor Cannagieffer, his Minifler at Hanover, furnith’d 
with proper Credentials to that Court, having receiv’a 
the King’s exprefs Order to make Remonftrances, with 
all pofible Deference and Refpeét, in order to obtain 
fuch an Anfwer; and applying to the Minifiry there, 
to get him an Audience for that Purpofe, he was three 
Times fucceflively refus’d, with the greateft Haughtinefs, 
and in a blunt and extraordinary Manner, not ufually 
praétis’d even between profefs’d Enemies. 

Wherefore, as it plainly appears by thefe Proceedings, 
what the Court of Hanover have in View, and that 
there remains very little Hope of obtaining a juft Sa- 
tisfa@tion at their Hands ; his Prufian er 
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himfelf obliged to take fuch Meafures as the Situa- 
tion of Affairs requires: And his Majefty is firmly per- 
fuaded, that the fame will meet with the Confent and 
Approbation of all the Impartial World,

The Anfwer of the Regency of Hanover to the Manifefto 
or Information publijh’d by the Court of Berlin, con- 
cerning the Differences which his Pruffian Majefty had 
with the Court of Hanover, grounded upon Authentick 
Aits or Inftruments, 


T is faid in the Beginning of that Information, that 
the feizing of fome Pruffian Subalterns and Soldiers 

in the Territories of the Eleftorate of Hanover, was 
the more furprizing to his Pruffian Majefty, becaufe no 
previous Notice or Advice was given of the Reafons 
that might have occafion’d fuch a Procedure. | 
Now, it appears by the Records, that after the Dif- 
orders, committed by the Prufian Recruiting Officers, 
againft the German Subje&ts and Soldiers of his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, and the manifold Violations of the 
Cartels fettled in Relation to Deferters, on the Part 
of Prufia, whereof Complaint had been made for fet 
veral Years paft ; the Privy-Counfellors of Hanover 
wrote feveral Letters, at different Times, as well to his 
Pruffian Majefty, as to his Regency at Berlin, and par- 
ticularly on the 4th of February, the 24th of March, 
the 6th of May, the 28th of July, the 15th of Septem- 
Ler, 1ft of November, and the 1ft of December, 1728 3 
and likewife the 6th of May, and the 14th of uly; 
17293 in which Letters, the fame Diforders and Vio: 
lations were fpecifically fet forth ; adding, that in Cafe 
of long Silence, or Refufal of Remedy on the Part of 
Prufia, they fhould be obliged to ufe Reprifals. Nei- 
ther was the Occafion of their being feiz’d, made any 
Secret to the Prufian Subalterns and Soldiers: How 
could it therefore furprize his Prufian Majefty ? Or 
how can it be faid, there was no previous Notice or 
Advice given of it? But feeing all thofe Letters could 
not obtain any Declaration or Redrefs ; feeing his Bri- 
zannick Majefty, and the late King his Father, feveral 
Times declared in the moft exprefs Terms, how cow 
cern’d they fhould be to ufe Reprifals; feeing his Pru/- 
fian Majefty was not pleafed to prevent thofe Reprifals, 
as he might eafily have done, by an Anfwer or Decla- 
tion 3 
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tion ; and feeing fuch a Silence on the Part of Prufjia, 
could not but be taken for a pofitive Refufal, his Britan- 
nick Majefty perceiving there was no Hope of obtaining 
Juftice in this Affair, was at Jaft oblig’d to make Ute of 
the only Means left, which was that of Reprizals. 

_ The Reafons alledg’d in the Letter of the Privy Coun- 
fellors, written at Hanover the 14th of ‘July 1729, are 
not only very plaufible as is faid in the Information, but 
they are fo well grounded in Fafto & “fure, that they 
are indeed unanfwerable. The Records prove this 5 and 
we are ready, if there be Occafion, to demonftrate it to 
the whole World. Such Reafons can neither be demo- 
lif’d nor eluded by the Objeftions produc’d in the In- 
formation, which are made up of nothing but mere 
Subterfuges. 

The ten Men f{pecify’d in the Lift of Decemder 1728, 
are very far from being the only ones that are or were 
teclaim’d on the Part of the King of Great Britain. There 
have been feveral more found fince ; for which we refer 
tothe Letter written by the Privy Counfellors of Ha- 
nover to thofe of Berlin, the 15th of Auzguf? 1729, and 
to the Lift thereto annex’d. 

There is yet another Cafe happen’d lately, which 

proves the Difourders that are committed by the Pru/- 
fian Recruiters. ‘Sfulius Moocken, Son of Andrew Moucken, 
Burgher of Eldimgerode, being at the Fair of Bennecken- 
tein upon, hig private Affairs, was forcibly feiz’d there 
by fome Pruffian Soldiers of the Regiment of Major Ge 
neral Marwitz, and condufted by round about Ways to 
the Regiment of Major General Marwitz, where he was 
comipell’d into the Service in fpite of his Teeth, and in 
fpite of the Oppofition made by his Father, to whom 
they would not reftore him. This Cafe is attefted by 
the Officers of Eldingerode. 
_ Complaint is made toward the Clofe of the Informa- 
tion, That the Audience which the Privy-Counfellor 
Cannegieffer, Minifter of his Prujian Majefty, defired by 
the King’s exprefs Command, and with all pollible De- 
erence and Refpeét, in order to obtain an Anfwer to his 
Pruffan Majefty’s Letter of the 2d of Augy?, was re- 
fus’d at Hanover three Times fucceflively, with the 
greateft Haughtinefs, and‘in a blunt and extraordinary 
Manner, not ufually praétis’d, even between profefs'd 
Enemies. ; 

But on the other Side, thofe of Harover have grevt 
Reafon to complain of the Privy-Counfellor Cannegie(/er; 

Ti whe; 
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who, by his extraordinary and difrefpe&tful Behaviour, 
brought upon himfelf the Chagrin complain’d of at Ber. 
lin, It was upon the 14th of Auguft 1729, that that Mi- 
nifter apply’d himfelf for the firft Time to the Chan 
cery of Hanover, and there told the Private Secretary 
Hattorf, who had been deputed to him by the Privy- 
Counfellors, that he was order’d by his Prufian Maje- 
ity’s Privy-Counfellors, to make the moft prefling In. 
ftances to the Cellege of Privy-Counfellors at Hanover, 
jor their fpeedy Anfwer to the Letter deliver’d to them 
by Mynheer Von Reichenbach, Secretary of the Embaffy, 
Whereupon the Privy-Counfellors gave him to under- 
ftand by Secretary Hattorf, that the faid Letter fhould 
be anfwer’d as foon as pollible. 

Mynheer Cannegieffer return’d thither the next Day, 
and faid, he had no other Commiffion, than to infift 
again, in proper Terms, upon an Anfwer to that Let- 
ter: And upon the Declaration that Mynheer Hattorf 
‘made to him, by Order of the Privy-Counfeilors, that 
they could give him no other Anfwer than what he had 
receiv’d the Day before; he reply’d, That he would 
come again the 16th, and hoped he fhould then be ad- 
mitted tothe Affembly of Counfellors, and receive the 
Anfwer he demanded. 

The fame Day the Privy-Counfellors deputed Secre- 
tary Hattorf to Mynheer Cannegieffer, to tell him, That 
as his Commiffion confifted only in a repeated Solicita- 
tion with regard to the Anfwer in Queftion, and as fuch 
Inftances were not common, nor prattis’d among the 
Great, they defir’d the Privy-Counfellor Cannegiefer to 
have a little Patience in that Refpeét, till they had re- 
ceiv'd his Britannick Majettv’s Orders, who was then at 
a great Diftance from the Place of his Refidence, and 
had been fent to upon that Account; and that upon 
the Reception of his Orders, they would not fail to let 
him know what they contain’d. 

Neverthelefs, Mvnheer Cannegieffer did not fail to re- 
turn to the Private Chancery the 16th of Auguft, and to 
demand an Audience of the Privy-Council: Whereupon 
Mynkeer Hattorf told him, by Order of the Privy- 
Counfellors, that they were furpriz’d, that notwithftands 
ing the Notice given him, he perfilted in making new 
Inftances to obtain the Anfwer in Queftion, and to have 
an Audience 3 that they referr’d themfelves to what had 
been already faid 5 and that they again defir’d him not 
to upply himfelf te the Privy-Council in that “a 
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*till they had receiv’d his Britannick Majefty’s Orders, 
and Anfwer to the Report that had been mide to him 
thereupon. 

- Mynhcer Cannegieffer reply’d, that he muft have an 
Audience, and that he could not withdraw ’tiil he had 
executed the King his Mafter’s Orders: Whercupon M, 
Hattorf told him, he ought to confider what he did, and 
not lofe the Refpe& due to the Privy-Council. Myn- 
heer Cannegicf[er perfitted in his Defign, .and would not 
withdraw ; but finding at Jaft that he could not gain his 
Point, he left in Writing, in the Chancery, under his 
Hand and Seal, what he defign’d to have propos’d by 
Word of Mouth to the Privy-Counci!l ; but they fent it 
him back, without taking any Cognizance of it. This 
isa true Account of the Manner in which that Affair 
was tranfaéted, It will be no hard Matter to diftinguith 
on which Side the Wrong was done, and how diftan: from 
the Truth the Information was in ftating the faid Cafe. 

But that the World may yet be farther convinc’d, 
that the Troubles that have happen’d, did not take their 
Rife from any Thing done on the Part of his Britannick 
Majefty ; how repugnant fuch Troubles are to his Ma- 
jefty’s Spirit, always inclin’d to Peace and Juttice; with 
how much Pleafure he would fee them terminated ina 
juft and amicable Way , and how far his Majefly has 
declared himfelf to that Purpofe, it may not be impro- 
per to infert here the Letters written from Hanover to 
Berlin, of the 14th of uly, and 15th of Auguft above- 
mention’d, and alfo a third Letter of the 30th of Au- 
guft Natt. 

If contrary to Expeétation, the Contents of thofe Let. 
ters be rejeéted, and fo far difregardcd, that Arms fhould 
be taken up againft his Majefty, he will wait the Suc- 
cefs thereof : And confiding in the Juttice of his Caufe, 
he will make Ufe of the Means which God has put into 
his Hands, to repell Force by Force, and leave all the 
impartial World to judge, whether his Majefty has not 
on his Part done all that lay in his Power to preferve 
his dear Country from War, and from the Effufion of 
innocent Blood, which mutt neceffarily be attended with 
the Ruin of the Country and its Inhabitants, and 
can be agreeable or ufeful to none but thofe that are 
evil-difpofed to the two Royal Families, and would be 
forry to fee a good Harmony reftor’d between the two 
Kings for their mutual Advantage.

- fellors to the King of Pruffia’s Minifiry, written at Ha- 
nover the 14th of July 1729, and referr’d to in the 
Anfrwer to the Information, 


- Pp HE Letter which your Excellencies were pleas’d 
to write to us, dated the 7th Inftant, was deliver’d 

tousin Time by Mynheer Vou Reicaenbach, Counfellor 

of the Embaffy. : 

We can affure your Excellencies, that we are as well 
inclin’d on our Part to maintain a good Friendfhip and 
Neighbourhood, as you can be on yours: We take no 
Pleafure in Troubles; and we leave it to your Excel- 
lencies to judge, whether the Pruffians did not give the 
firft Ground for the Differences that are at prefent fub- 
fitting. 

It acs never pretended on our Part, that the Clamey- 
Weyde, as it iscall’d, (or Meadows of Clamey) did not 
belong to the Bailiwick of Dieftorf in the County of 
Brandenburgh , or that the Meadows of Great Clamey were 
not fituate in that Territory: But it is notorious, that 
the Meadows both of Great and Little Clamey were Let.to 
Farm by the Bailiwick of Diefiorf to the Inhabitants of 
the Village of Bulitz, fituate in the Bailiwick of Luchau; 
that the Meadows of Little Clamey are fituate in the Ter- 
ritories of Hanover ; and that notwithftanding all this, 
the Peafans of Brandenburgh, fupported by fome Troo- 
pers, enter’dthis Year upon the Meadows of Little Cla- 
mey, mow’d the Grafs, to the Prejudice of the {nhabi- 
tants of Bu’iiz, and confequently trefpafs’d upon the 
Territories of Hanover; fo that the People of Bulitz 
were oblig’d to drive the Peafants and Troopers of Bran- 
denburgh out of the Country ef Hanover, and to fecure 
the Grafs that was cut in the Bailiwick of Luchau, for 
which they cannot juftly be blamed. 

_ It were to be wifh’d, the Commiffion appointed to ex- 
amine the Differences arifen upon Account of thofe Mea- 
dows, had been attended with good Succefs before this 
jaft Affair: But as the Commitifioners would not treat of 
any Thing but Satisfaftion for the Hay cut a 
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Year before, without fo much as mentioning the Tref- 
pafs upon the Territories, which is the principal Point, 
it is not furprizing that that Commiflion came to no- 
thing; but the Fault is not to be charg’d on the Side of 
Hanover. 

The fame may be faid with Regard to the Cartel 
agreed upon for delivering up the Deferters on both 
Sides; that isto fay, the Prujians were the firft that 
broke through it, for they did not only ftop and enlift 
feveral Hanoverian Soldiers, of good Stature, contrary to 
the Cartel, fome of whom had got Furlows, and others 
were Deferters, but alfo carry’d off by Force feveral 
Burgh@rs and Peafants of the Towns and Bailiwicks of 
Hanover, who went into the Country of Brandenburgh 
upon their private Affairs, and were compell’d by the 
wortt of Ufage toenter into the Service. Nay, they have 
lately taken out of the Diftri&t of Gartau in the Terri- 
tories of Hanover, a Miller’s Servant, whom they forc’d 
to enroll himfelf. 

It appears by the Letters we have had the Honour to 
write to his Pruffian Majefty for fome Years paft, after 
what Manner we have made him feveral Reprefenta- 
tions, by his Britannick Majeity’s Order, againit.a Con- 
duét fo repugnant to Equity, and fo prejudicial to a good 
Underftanding between Neigbouring Provinces : We 
have demanded the Releafment of the Soldiers and Sub- 
je&ts of Hanover; but far from obtaining a favourable 
Refolution in that Refpe&; no Anfwer wasever return’d 
to us. 

It is eafy to judge what a Concern this mutt be to his 
Britannick Majefty ; and that he could not (confidering 
the manifold Reafons he had) avoid feizing the Prujian 
Subalterns and Soldiers that were pafling thro’ his Ter- 
ritories, and fecuring their Perfyns, but without offer- 
ing them any Violence. 

Mean while, his. Britannick Majefty is not only ready 
to reftore them to their Liberty, as foon as the Subjetis 
of Hanover are releas'd ; but he offers withal, to enter 
into Negotiation to put an amicable End to the Diffe- 
rences about the Meadows in Queftion, and al! other 
Dificulties:whatfoever, in order to reftore a good Intel- 
Jigence and Harmony between the two Courts. 

When your Excellencies fhall be pleafed to let us 
know the Time and Place for the Meeting of the Com- 
miffioners, that fhall be nominated for that Purpofe on 
your Part, we will likewife Name them onours; and 
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we will not be backward in concerting proper Meafures 
with vour Excellencies upon this Occafion. We are, Ge, 
Hanover, July 14, 1729. 





The Second Letter from his Britannick Majefty’s Committee 
of Council to the Pruffian Miniféry, written at Hanover 
the 15th of Auguft, 1729. 


\ 7 E have received your Excellencies Letter, dated 
the 2d Inftant, which was deliver’d to us by 
Mynheer Von Reichenbach, Counfellor of his Prujfian May 
jefty’s Embafly ; and fhould have anfwer’d it immedi- 
ately, had we not been oblig’d to examine the Inttru- 
ments concerning the Affair in Queftion. 

We fee with Concern, that the Methods we propos’d 
inour laft, for the reciprocal Exchange of the Pruffian 
Soldiers detain’d in Arreft, againft thofe of Hanover com- 
pell’d into the Service, or fuch as, contrary to the Te. 
neur of the Cartels, are not yet reftor’d, were not agree- 
able to his Prujfian Majetty. It were to be with’d, his 
Pruffian Majefty and your Excellencies had been pleafed 
to lend a more favourable Ear to the Reprefentations 
we have fo long made in vain, againft the frequent Vio- 
Jations of the Cartels agreed upon betwixt the Two 
Kings refpe&tively, and againtt the forcible Enlifting of 
the Subjects of Hvnover : Things had not then come to 
the Pafs we now fee them at, neither had we been in 
Pain for the dreadful Confequences. We have done all 
that Jay in our Power, to preferve a Confidence, Friend- 
fhip and good Neighbourhood between Kings fo power- 
ful and fo nearly ally’d by Blood: We have borne as 
much as poflible tbe intolerable Behaviour of the Pruf 
fian Officers, as appears by the Records, and wecould 
ealily prove it, were not your Excellencies fully con- 
vine'd of it. To come tothe Point : Your Excellencies. 
alledge, that the Faéts charged on our Part do not 
appear 3 -that they ought: to be proved more plainly 
than they have hitherto been ; and that, in fhort, were: 
they never fo apparent, they are not to be compared 
with the Reprizals made by the Regency of Haxover, 
which confequently cannot be juftify’d : That on the 
ather Hand, no Inftance can be produc’d, that the Pru/- 

fians took away any Perfon whatever by Force out of 
the Territories of Hanover : That if any Subjeéts of Ha- 
nover came into the Territories of Brandenburgh, and 
enlifted themfelves among the Prufian Troops, it can- 
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not be objeéted, that this is contrary tothe Tenour of 
the Cartel, becaufe thofe Men were enroli’d volunta- 
rily, and after they had receiv’d confiderable Bounty- 
Money: And laftly, as for the Deferters, of whom fuch 
only as were under Size, were deliver’d up, and thofe 
that were tall and well-made, were kept back; that this 
Affair had not yet been thoroughly examin’d into ; but 
that fuppofing the worft, they could prove that the Ha- 
noverians had been guilty of the fame Praétice. 

Now to anfwer this in few Words: We have (as far 
as the Time would permit) minuted down the Litis of 
Soldiers, fome of whom were forc’d into the Service by 
the Pruffians, and the reft, having deferted the Service 
of Hanover,, voluntarily enlifted themfelves in that of 
Prufia; but neither one nor the other have yet been re- 
ftor’d, tho’ no Solicitation has been wanting in that 
Refpe&t. Wehave enclofed the faid Lifts, referving to 
ourfelves the Power of enlarging them as foon as we 
have received the Accounts we are colletiing for that 
Purpofe. If your Excellencies will be pleafed to give 
yourfelves the Trouble to examine the Records, with 
Relation to the Perfons therein mention’d, you will find 
that the Grievances on the Part of Hanover are neither 
without Foundation, nor difproportion’d to the Repri- 
zals, It appears by the firft Litt, N° 7, that Chri/fias 
Decker, a Miller’s Servant, was taken away in the 
Night from Quermftadt, a Mill fituate without Difpute 
in the Territories of Hanover, by fome Troopers of the 
Regiment of Lottum, and that he was compe!i'd to enter 
into the Service. It is outof the Queftion here, whe- 
ther the forced enrollment of the Subjeéts of Hanover 
in the Territories of Brandenburg be contrary to the 
Cartel, or not ; independently of that Cartel, and ac- 
cording to the Law of Nations, fuch Aftions are not al- 
low’d againft the Subjects of other Sovereigns : His Ari- 
tannick Majefty would never fuffer it, were there no 
fuch Thing as a Cartel fettled between him and the 
King of Prufia. Now it evidently appears by the 
Records, that the King’s Subjeéts mention’d in the 
firft Lift, did not voluntarily enroll themfeives, but 
were compell’d to it by Force. And for that Rea- 
fon we repeat the Declaration already made on the Part 
of Hanover, that it is neceffary thofe Men be relea- 
fed, and have Liberty to return Home; and if after 
that they chufe rather to flay with you, and fo it sp- 
peats that they lifted themfelves of their own Accord, 
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we have the Honour to affure your Excellencies, that 
we will not any ways hinder them. It farther appears 
by the fame Lifls, that the Soldiers of Hanover, fome 
of whom were forc’d into the Service by the Pruffans, 
and the others, having deferted the Service of Hanover, 
lifted themfelves voluntarily in that of Pruffia, are not 
hitherto reftor’d, though they have been feveral Tintes 
reclaim’d, but are detain’d under feveral Pretences ; 
whence it is apparent, that all we alledge is grounded 
upon Faéts, which can never be anfwer’d to any Pur- 
pofe ; for after having made it plainly appear to your 
Excellencies, that the Perfons reclaim’d have been 
a@tually in the Service of Hanover, it were fufficient 
Ground for us to demand their Reftitutitn, only to 
name the Prufian Regiments they are now incorpo- 
rated with, which we have a€tually done. As for the 
Pretence, that the Hanoverian Officers have in like man- 
ner fcrupled to reftore the Pruffian Deferters, when 
thereunto requir’d 5 had Complaint been made to us of 
any fuch Thing, we would not have fail’d to do Jufticé 
therein ; and we are ftill ready to do it. 

The King, our mofl gracious Sovereign, to whom we 
have communicated your Letter, with all the Circum- 
fiances touching that Affair, is ftill in the fame Difpo- 
fition to come into any Meafures to facilitate an Accom- 
inodation of thefe Differences. His Majefty has like- 
wife commanded us to declare to your Excellencies, that 
he will not releafe the Subaltern Officers and Soldiers 
that have been feiz’d, "till the Perfons nam’d in the 
Litts above-mention’d, are fet at Liberty : Or, if your 
Excellencies think fit, they may be exchang’d upon the 
Frontiers, one againft the other. As we doubt not, but 
your Excellencies will, after due Examination, ac- 
kaowlcdge that the Demands of Hanover are grounded 
in Juflice, and fecond his Britannick Majefty’s Defign 
to reftore a perfe&t Harmony with his Prufian Majetty ; 
we flatter ourfelves you will direst this Affair in fuch 
manner, that this Propofal will be accepted by his Pruj- 
fian Majefty, and have its Effeéts, that fo the fatal Con- 
fequences of greater Broils may be prevented ; not but 
his Majefty is in a Condition, by the Means that God 
has put into his Hands, to take proper Meafures to op- 
pofe the Defigns that may be meditated againft him. 
For what regards the Differences about the Meadows of 
Clamey, we have already declared, that they may be 
terminated by Commiffionérs to bé named by beth Par- 
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ties. Mean while, we thankfully acknowledge, that his 
Pruffian Majefty has put the Officer that trefpafs’d upon 
the Territories of Hanover under Arreft: And fince 
‘when that Affair comes to be farther examin’d into, the 
Fault mutt lie at the Door of thofe who were the firft 
Ageretiors, wedo not doubt but his Prujian Majeity 
will be ready to punifh thefe according to the Nature of 
the Crime, as well as thofe that did f much Injury to 
the Bailiff of the Territories of Hanover. Weare, Ge.

The Third Letter from his Britannick Majefly’s Privy- 
Counféllors to the Pruffian Minifiry, written at Hanover, 
Aug. 30, 1729, and referr’d to in the Anfwer to the 
Infor mation. 


E received the Letter your Excellencies wete 

pleafed to write to us, dated the 23d Inftant, 
concerning the Differences that have happen’d between 
the Kings of Great Britain and Prufia, our moft graci- 
ous Sovereigns, upon Account of the Préffian Subaltern 
Officers and Soldiers arrefted in this Country by Way of 
“Reprizal. We agree with you as to the Importance of 
that Affair ; and we do affure your Excellencies, that it 
fhall not be our Fault, if the fatal Confequences which 
may refult therefrom be not prevented by friendly Ne- 
Fe ade the rathet, becaufe we know his Britannick 
Majefty is fincerely difpofed, and defires nothing more 
than to reftore the ancient Harmony with his Prajian 
Majéfty, whereof you will be convinc’d as foon as you 
will pléafe to co-operate on your Part, according to the 
“Rules'of Equity. For what regards the Affair in Que- 
ftion; as the Origine of the Differences did not arife 
from our Quarter, but was owing to his Pruffian Maje- 
‘fly’s Officers ; and as his Britannick Majefty being no 
longer able to bear with Patience the forc’d Enrolment of 
his Subje&ts, and the frequent Infraftions of the Cartels 
“that had been made, was oblig’d to have Recourfe to 
Reprizals agreeably to the Rules of Equity ; it would 
be reafonable, and we might infift with Juflice, that in 
Régard the forcible Enlifting of the Subjeéts and Soldiers 
of Hanover, and the Detaining of the Hanoverian De- 
' ferters, contrary to all Right, were begun on your Part, 
fo you ought likewife to begin to fend them back. But 
his Britannick Majefty, notwithftanding that Confide- 
aeration, and to fhew that he . ready.to do any bie. 
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that may contribute. towards a friendly Accommodation, 
has already offer’d to exchange upon the Frontiers, at 
the fame Time, the Pruffian Subalterns and Soldiers ar- 
refted in this Country againft the Subjects and Soldiers of 
Hanover, of whom we inclofed Lifts to your Excellen- 
cies in our laft Letter: His Britannick Majefty offers it 
once more; and, confidering all Circumftances, he can- 
not depart from this Offer: For tho’ his Britannick Ma- 
jefty has an entire Confidence in his Prujian Majefty’s 
Royal Word, and does not doubt but he will, according 
tohis Promife, give pofitive Orders for delivering up 
the Perfons in Queftion, the Officers of his Regiments 
may neverthelefs frame Excufes on Purpofe to elude bis 
Pruffian Majefty’s Orders, and render them ineffeétual. 
The Affuir of Gaufe, the Student in Theology, men- 
tion’d in the Lif_s inclofed in our laft to your Excel- 
Jencies, isa manifeft Inftance thereof, which might oc- 
cafion a frefh Mifunderftanding between the two Kings, 
and be of more dangerous Confequence. 

As for his Pruffian Majefty’s Offer to fend tack the 
Soldiers and Subjests of Hanover, according to the Spe- 
cification fent to your Excellencies the 22d of ‘January 
Jaft, your Excellencies will yourfelves eafily judge that 
that is not fufficient : The King, our moft gracious So- 
vereign, to whom we communicated it, neither can 
nor will defift from the Reftitution demanded in our 
laft, of the Perfons mention’d in the Lifls thereto an- 
nex'd: His Britannick Majefly has, on the contrary, 
fuch a Confidence in the Juftice and Equity natural to 
his Pruffian Majefty, that he will not only, not refufe 
to fend them back, but that he will likewife fet at. Li- 
berty all fuch Perfons as fhall be found in the fame Cir- 
cumftances. And therefore his Britannick Majefty ‘has 
commanded us to add to the former Lift, that which 
we now fend to. your Excellencies, inclofed in this Let- 
ter, and to infift upon the Delivery of the Perfons there- 
in fpecify’d. We hope your Excellencies will allow the 
Equity of our Pretenfions, and that his Britannick Ma- 
jefty cannot reafonably be defir’d to do more than he 
| offer’d : We do not doubt of your Excellencies fin- 
tere Regard to prevent, as far as lies in your Power, 
the bad Confequences of the Continuation of thefe Trou- 
bles 3 nor of your hearty Difpofition to contribute to 
the Reftoring of a good Underftanding between the two 
Kings; and we flatter ourfelves, that you will convince 
his Prufian Majetty of the Solidity of our Arguments, 
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and conduét the Whole toa happy Iflue. Weare, &. 
Hanover, Aug. 30, 1729. 





‘This Difpute between the Kings of Great Britain and 
Prufia is put in a Way of being amicably accommo- 
dated, both thefe Princes having referr’d the Difference 
to the Arbitration of the Dukes of Wolfenduttel and 
Saxe-Gotha, the firftof them on the Part of the King of 
Great Britain, and the later on the Part of the King 
of Pruffia, and the City of Brunfwick being appointed 
for the Place of holding the Conferences.

the King of Sweden to accede to it, we think fit to in- 
fert here the faid Treaty, and the A& of his Swedish 
Majefty’s Acceffion-thereto, which are as follaws : 


TREATY of UNION Getween fome antient Houfes of 


' the Empire ; and the King of Sweden’s Att of Acceffion 
to that Alliance, as Duke of Pomerania. 


HE Duke of Wirtemberg having thought fit to fend 

to the Duke ‘of Brunfwick-Wolfenbuttel, the Sieur 
Sohn-Henry Schutz, his Privy-Counfellor, and his Mi- 
nifter at the Diet of the Empire, and to give him the 
neceffary Full Powers to enter into an amicable Nego- 
tiation, as well in Regard to the particular Interefis of 
the Princes of the Empire, as concerning feveral other 
Foreign Affairs, touching the Common Good, Delibe- 
rations have been had on the Neceflity there is of ma- 
king a Treaty of Union and Friendfhip, according as 
‘the Affairs fhall require, which have been already un- 
der Confideration, and which have given Occafion to this 
Alliance, and according to what thofe which thall hap- 
pen hereafter fhall require 5; and in Confequence hereof 
the following eight Articleshave been refolved.on. 

I. The two Dukes having ever fince their Youth con- 
ftantly lived in a perfeét Friendthip, their Moft Serene 
Highneflts are refolyed not only to maintain that mu- 
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tual good Harmony, but even to render the Bands of it 
indiffoluble. 

II. Tho’ the Apprehenfions we were in that the Dif- 
ferences between the Allies of the Treaties of Vienna and 
Hanover, would have occafion’d a War in the Empire, 
feem to be diffipated by the Signing of the Preliminary 
Articles ; and tho’ the Count of Wurmbrand, Vice-Prefi- 
dent of the Aulick Council, has feveral Times affured, 
that his Imperial Majefty’s Intentions tended only to the 
publick Welfare; their Moft Serene Highneffes, ani- 
gmated by the fame Motive, and being inform’d of the 
Paeifick Inclinations of feveral Potentates, have reci- 
procally engag’d to each other, to make at the enfuing 

ongrefs and at the Diet of Ratisbon, a common Caufe, 
as well for the Prefervation of the Tranquillity of the 
Empire, as for the Security of their Dominions. 

I1I. Their moft Serene Highneffes will fupport with 
all their Power, according to the Circumftance of Times 
and Conjunttures, the Privileges and Rights of the an- 
tient Houfes of the Empire: They will maintain them 
againft every Thing that may be done againft them un- 
juflly, orto their Difadvantage, propofing to them- 
felves to a&t therein no otherwife than as is ftipulated 
by the Peace of Baden, and by the Treaty of We/tphalia. 

IV. Tothis End the two Contra€tors will hold on all 
Occafions a reciprocal Correfpondence, will unanimoufly 
take their Refolutions, will by common Confent make 
their Reprefentations to the Imperial Court and to the 
Diet of Ratisdon, and will put themfelves in a Condi- 
tion to be able, in Cafe of Need, vigoroufly to repel the 
Hoftilities and Infults that may be made againft them 
by their Neighbours. 

V. The Dittatory of the Empire having for a great 
Number of Years laft paft attempted to abrogate in fome 
Meafure the Rights of the Princes of the Empire, we 
will vigoroufly oppofe at the Diet fuch an outrageous 
Jncroachment. 

VI. The Ceremonial between the ancient Houfes of 
the Empire thall be forthwith regulated, and in Regard 
to the Titles that are to be givento the new Houfts, 
the fame Regulation fhall be obferved in this Refpeé as 
is ftipulated in the Treaty of the Union of the Princes, 
* VIT, As the firft and fecond Commiffaries of the Em- 
peror, and fome Minifters of the EleStors at the Diet of 
the Empire, are not content with what is granted them 
by the Golden Bull, but fet upa new Ceremonial, and 
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arrogate to themfelves Prerogatives above the Princes of 
the Empire, the neceflary Remonftrances thall be made 
on this Subje&t, and Oppofitions fhall be made to the In- 
novations which the Minifters of the Ele€tors are en- 
deavouring to introduce. The ‘Fus Legationis, or Right 
of .Deputation, which belongs to the Eleétors, thall be 
confirm’d’; and it fhall alfo be order’d that the Envoys 
at the Diet hall reciprocally give each other the Title of 
Excellency. 

VIII, The two High Contrafting Parties fhall ufe 
their utmoft Efforts to prevail with the other antient 
Houfes of the Empire to accede to this Treaty. 

This prefent Treaty of Union fhall be fign’d on the 
Part of the Duke of Brunfwick-Wolfenbuttel by his Privy 
Counfellors ; and on the Part of the Duke of Wirtem- 
verg by the Baron de Schutz, his Minifter Plenipoten- 
tiary ; and their Moft Serene Highnefs fhall ratify it in 
the = of fix Weeks. Done at Wolfenbuttel the 24th 
of July, 1727.

The Duke of Brun/wick- 
Wolfenduttel, our moft dear Coufin, and the Duke of 
Wirtemberz, having communicated to us the Treaty of 
Union and Friendfhip in eight. Articles, which they 
have concluded between themfelves, and into which 
they have invited us to enter ; we have refolved to ac- 
cede to the fame in Quality of Duke of Pomerania, 
and in the fame Manner as if we had from the Begin- 
ning been one of the Contra&ting Parties ; neverthelefs 
under this Claufe, that in regard to what is ftipulated in 
the 6th and 7th Articles, relating to the Ceremonial, 
the Ufage praftifed in our Chancery fhall be obferved, 
till fomething more pofitive fhall be regulated in this 
sefpe&t. We confirm therefore and ratify the prefent 
$reaty ef Union; and we promife upon our Revel 
ee Word 
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Word to fulfil exaétly all that this Acceffion obliges 
usto. Done at Stockholm the 12th of May, 1729.

E Frederick, by the Grace of God, King of 

Sweden, and of the Goths and Vandals, Gc. do 
hereby declare, that the fincere and Chriftian Intention 
we always had from the Time of our Acceffion to the 
Thyone, and which we ftill retain, to reftore and pre- 
ferve a lafting Peace and good Friendfhip with all the 
Powers, and efpecially thofe with which We and the 
Crown of Sweden had been at War, having met with 
-good Succefs, it has pleafed the Almighty to blefs our 
Intentions in fuch manner, that the Differences and 
Troubles which happened fome Years ago, and particu- 
larly in the Beginning of the laft bloody War between the 
Jate King @harles XII. our Brother-in-Law, of glorious 
Memory, and King Auguftus of Poland, as Elettor of 
Saxony, and which were before at an End, with regard 
to the Hoftilities, are now entirely terminated, abolifh’d, 
and chang’d into a perfe&t Peace, Union, Safety, and 
Tranquillity ; Which we thought fit to make publick, 
to the Glory of God’s holy Name, and for the Joy and 
Satisfa&tion of our faithful Subjeéts.

Moft Potent Prince, &c. 

E Frederick, by the Grace of God, King of Swe- 
, den, and of the Goths and Vandals, &c.. As it 
has been one of our chief Cares ever fince our Acceflion 
to the Throne, to live in a perfe&t Harmony with all 
the Foreign Powers, and more efpecially with thofe in 
our Neighbourhood ; fo have we made it our principal 
Aim to reftore, in an amicable Way, that Friend- 
fhip and Union, which, as is.well known, were broke 
off between the late King Charls XII. our Predeceffor 
of glorious Memory, and your Majefty ; and confe- 
quently between their refpeStive States, Provinces, arid 
other Territories fituate in the Empire ; And forafmuch 
as the Ground or Occafion-of thofe Troubles, and the 
Fuel which fed them, have long fince ceafed on both 
Sides ; and the Defire of feeing old Friendfhip and good 
Neighbourhood reftor’d, has plainly appear’d both on 
our Part, and on that of your Majefty ; fo that both our 
Subje&s do in Effe&t enjoy the Fruits of Peace and Tran- 
quillity, and nothing feems to be wanting, but to fee 
thofe laudable and chriftian Views confirm’d and made 
publick by a folemn Declaration in Writing: We would 
not be backward on our Part to put the fame in Execu- 
tion, agreeably to the Convention made at our refpective 
Courts, and in Confideration of the. like Declaration 

promifed us on the Part of your Majeity. . 
Wherefore we do, by this prefent Letter, in the moft 
folemn Manner declare, * promife, and ordain, that from 
this Time forward, all the foregoing Troubles and Diffe- 
rences, under what Name foever diftinguifh’d, thal! en- 
tirely ceafe, be abolifhed, and remain in perpetual Obli- 
vion, between us and our Succeffors to the Crown, as 
alfo between the Kingdom of Sweden and its Provinces 
and Countries, fituate as well within as without the 
Empire, on the one Part ; and your Majefly and your 
Succeffors to the Eleftorate of Saxony, and other Provin- 
ces and Territories thereunto belonging, as well within 
as without the Empire, on the other Part. Andon the 
other Side.we ordain, that there be a general and lafting 
Peace and fincere Friendfhip ;, and that far from either 
Party’s undertaking the leaft Thing, either openly or 
- fecretly, 
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fecretly, diretty or indire&tly, againft the Tenor hereof, 
both Parties fhall make it their Endeavour to advance 
and maintain their mutual Honour, Benefit, and Ad- 
vantage, by preventing all manner of Damage to each 
other ; and that nothing be neglefted to render the 
Peace reftored between us and your Majefty, and our 
refpeftive Subjeéts, firm and lafting, fo that it may ne- 
ver be broken or difturbed. 

And as we give this our Declaration a Force equal to 
that of a formal Treaty of Peace, and oblige ourfelf to 
execute the Contents thereof in the fame Manner as if 
it had been fettled and concluded by Negotiations in the 
Forms 5 we expect the fame Thing on the Part of your 
Majetty, and the rather, becaufe this Point has been 
already agreed upon for our common Intereft, and we 
put the Confidence of a Brother in your Majefty. 

For the reft, we fhall be always ready to do your Ma- 
jefty any kind of Friendfhip.

We have pes 
rufed your Majefty’s Letter of the oth of May, witha 
great deal of Satisfaftion ; the Contents of it being en- 
tirely agreeable to the Sentiments we long ago exprefs’d 3 
and we having conftantly profefs’d, efpecially fince your 
* Majefty’s Acceflion to the Throne, by your own Ac- 
knowledgment, the like Inclination and Defiré to fee 
the Friendfhip and Union reftored, which, as your 
Majefty obferves, were broke off between us and the 
late King Charles XII. your Majefty’s Predeceffor of 
glorious Memory, and our Ele€torate, and refpeftive 

Provinces and Countries fituate in the Empire.

N feveral of the former Regiffers mention has been 
made of the Troubles in Perfia, as well their Civil as 
other Wars with the Ruffians and the Turks ; the former 
of whom have concluded a Treaty of Peace with the 
Sultan Efreff, Ufurper of the Perfian Throne. This 
Treaty is as follows : 


Treaty concluded at Riafchatfche in the Province of Ghilan, 
Between the Emperor of Ruffia on one Part, and the Sultan 
Efreff on the other. 


{\ the Name of the moft High and Almighty God, let 
A the prefent Treaty be made publick, It has pleafed 
Ll the 
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the Divine Providence, after a previous Sufpenfion of 
Arms, to put an End to the Troubles that arofe upon 
Occafion of the Provinces poffefs’d by his Imperial Ma- 
jefty Peter II. Sovereign of all Rufia, &c. &c. fituate near 
the €a/pian Sea, upon the Frontiers of the Territotories 
of the Poffeffor of J/pahan, and feveral other Provinces of 
Perfia, &. Ge. and to terminate them by a friendly Ac- 
commodation concluded by the refpeétive Plenipoten- 
tiaries ; namely, his Excellency M. Wazile Lewa/chew, 
Lieutenant-General, Knight of the Order of St. Alex- 
ander Neowsky, Commander in Chief of the Ruffian. Ar- 
my in the Province of Ghilan, and Captain-General of 
the Provinces fituate in the Darimar near the Cafpian 
Sea, appointed for that Purpofe on the Part of his Im- 
perial Majefty Peter Il. Sovereign of all Rufia; and Se 
pafaler-Muhamet-Saidal, Cham and Beglier-Bey, Generat 
of the Perfian Army, aflifted by Mufteff Fiel ChafJa-Mirfa, 
Machamet-Lfmail, Amar-Saltan, and Chad/chi-Ibrahim, on 
the Part of the Regent happily governing I/pahan, and 
feveral other Provinces, &¢. &c. Which Plenipoten- 
tiaries have, for the Publick Good, and to eftablith a 
fincere, perfect, and conftant Friendfhip between the 
Two Courts, Empires and Territorics, agreed upon the 
following Articles, viz. 

I. The two Empires fhall for ever remain in Poffef. 
fion of the Territories they have made themfelves Ma- 
fters of in Perfia, with all that appertains to the fame; 
and the Limits fhall be fettled in the Manner fpecify’d 
in Article II. 

II. The Ruffian Emperor, in Confideration of the 
Friendfhip that has always fubfifted between him and 
Perfia, confents that Perfia fhall remain in Poffeffion of 
the Provinces of Affrabat and Mifandron; upon Condi- 
tion that thofe two Provinces be not given to any other 
Power. And in Cafe this fhould happen, and the Ruf 
fians recover the fame, they fhall for ever remain. uf- 
der their Dominion, and this Treaty fhall be declared 
void. 

III. His Rufian Majefty fhall keep all the Conquefis 
he has made upon the Ca/pian Sea; together with the 
Diftri&s of Mufal Sahaft, Huccum, Darimar, and Rugda- 
chana. The Limits between the two Empires fhall be 
betwixt Samanske, Efchkuarski, and Teminfchanski. The 
Territories which the Rufian Crown fhall poffefs in 
Perfia, fhall extend from Derbert to the River Arux, 
whexe the Territories of the Sophi of Perfia’s Dominion 
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‘fhall hereafter begin. However, this Regulation of the 
‘Limits {hall not take place till after the Ratification of 
‘the prefent Treaty. 

IV. The Embaffadors and Envoys of the two Powers 
fhall be treated reciprocally as Friends, in their Paffage 
‘through the Frontier-Towns, and receive all the Ho- 
nours due to their Charafters; Notice of their Arrival 
being firf} given to the Governors of thofe Places. And 
they fhall be treated in the fame Manner upon their 
Return. 

V. In the friendly Letters which the two Powers fhall 
write to each other, they fhall make Ufe of the fame 
Titles they now enjoy : And in Cafe either of them 
fhould have a Mind to add to his Titles the Name of 
any Province in Perfia, lately acquir’d or conquer’d, he 
may do it with all Freedom: But he fhall not be per- 
mitted to afflume that of the Provinces or Countries of 
which he is but Half-Poffeffor, nor to bear the Arms 
thereof, or coin the fame upon any new Species. 

VI. The Differences which have arifen, or may here- 
after arife, between the two Nations, fhall be decided 
by the General that commands upon the Frontiers, after 
the ftri&teft Examination he can poflibly make; that fo 
the Peace between the two Powers and their Subjects may 
be maintain’d. 

VII, In Cafe any of the Subjetts of either Party up- 
on the Borders flies into the other’s Territories, the 
Party into whofe Country he is fled fhall not grant him 
his Proteftion, but fhall deliver him up to his lawful 
Sovereign. 

VIII. To promote Trade between the two Nations, 
their Subjeéts fhall be allow’d to fend or carry all Sorts 
of Goods whither they pleafe, either by Land or by Wa- 
ter, only paying the Cuftomary Duties. The Ruffians 
fhall all be permitted to trade to any Part of the King- 
dom of Perfia, and to build all fuch Houfes and Ware- 
houfes as they fhall think needful for their own Safety, 
and for that of their Caravans and Merchandizes.; and 
the Caravans fhall pafs free and unmolefted through 
Perfia, on their Way to India. The Perfian Merchants 
to enjoy the fame Privileges in Rufia, in Relation, to 
Commerce. 

IX. Laftly, it is mutually agreed, that in Cafe a Mer- 
chant of either Nation happens to die, his Houfes, Ware- 
houfes, and Merchandizes fhall not be feiz’d ; but.that 
the fame fhall be taken Care of, and deliver’d, without 
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any Damage, to the Heirs, or to fuch Perfons as thal 
be authorized to receive the fame by the Court, or by 
the Magifirates of the Place where the Deceafed was an 
Inhabitant. 

X. This Treaty of Peace and Friendthip-thall be for 
ever inviolably maintain’d, and ratify’d. Two Copies 
fhall be taken of the fame Tenour, and fign’d by the ~ 
Minifters-Plenipotentiaries, who fhall afix their Arms 
thereto, and then they fhall be exchang’d.

H E General Diet of Poland was fummon'd to meet 

at Grodno in Lithuania the 22d of Auguft laft; and 
the King of Poland’s Univer/falia or Circular Letters for 
their Meeting, publifh’d on this Occafion, containing, 
befides Matters of Form, feveral Paffages which deferve 
a particular Attention, and difcover the true Occafion 
of the Animofities and Uneafinefs of the Poles, we thall 
infert it as follows: 





The King of Poland’s Circular Letter, for fummoning the 
General Diet of the States of Poland, and of the Great 
Datchy of Lithuania. 


AUGUSTUS R. 
HOSE might be juftly called their own Enemies) 
as well as Enemies of their Country, who would 
not own, that thro’ our Vigilance, Circumfpeétion, and 
indefatigable Care, either while we are prefent in the 
Kingdom, or abfent from it, all the Provinces of the 
Republick have enjoy’d, for a long Time, and enjoy fill 
at this Time, bya rare Felicity, a general Tranquillity, 
a folid Peace; and their ancient Liberties, in a moft 
perfe& Order, and without the leaft Incroachment on the 
Courfe of Juftice. We return our moft humble Thanks 
for thefe Favours to the Almighty, who, thro’ his Pro 
teftion, difpels all Adverfities, and preferves our Tran- 
quillity, and has enabled us, notwithftanding the Fa- 
tigues of a long and troublefome Journey, to fummon 
immediately after our Arriva), this prefent Senate, by 
our 
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our unweary’d Application and Attention to the Good of 
the Republick: And with their Advice, and by virtue 
of the alternate Order prefcribed by the Laws, we have 
called and fummoned, and call and fummon by thefe Pre- 
fents, the General Dict of fix Weeks, to meet at Grodxo 
the 22d Day of the Month of Auguft, of the prefent 
Year 1729, where that Affembly could not meet laft 
Year, by Reafon of our violent and dangerous Indifpo- 
fition. The indifpenfible Reafons of preferving our 
Health, and preventing a Relapfe, which probably 
might be occafiton’d by the bad Influence of the Autumn, 
which we have experienc’d to be contrary to our Contti- 
tution, have obliged us fo anticipate the ufual Time, 
and fummon that faid Diet to meet fix Weeks before the 
Day formerly appointed, to which we have been in- 
duced by the Reafons aforefaid; and likewife through 
our Attention to the Eafe and Conveniency of the Mem- 
bers of that Aflembly, who thereby will have Time to 
repair to Grodno, continue there during the faid Diet, 
and return Home before the Winter. In the mean Time, 
the more we find ourfelves refolved to facrifice to the 
Publick Good, and to our Paternal Love for the Coun- 
try, the Remains of our Strength‘which has been fo 
much weaken’d by our continual Cares, the more we are 
fenfibly concern’d to fee that malignant and ill-minded 
Perfons, thro’ an impious Temerity, fow, in our Ab- 
fence, Diffenfions and Animofities in the Kingdom, to 
difturb the Publick Peace thereof, and are fo audacious 
asto fpread falfe Rumours,’ and feditious Reports, to 
root up and extirpate in the Hearts of our Subjeéts their 
reciprocal Love and Confidence in us, in order to have 
an Opportunity to execute, under Colour and by Favour 
of their pretended Zeal for the Laws of their Country, 
their il! Defigns againft us. And altho’ we hope, and 
are firmly perfwaded, that God, who knows every Thing, 
and the Uprightnefs of our Intentions, wil! confound 
thofe black and foul Devices, Impoftures, falfe Sug- 
geftions and Calumnies, fince we have no other View 
than to preferve and even enlarge, during our Reign, 
all the Rights, Liberties and Prerogatives of the Repub- 
fick, and not to leffen them in any Manner whatfoever : 
and that we wifli and defire to leave this Kingdom to 
the Succeffors in our Throne, who fhall be called there- 
to by the Suffrages of this free Nation, in the fame Li- 
berties and Splendour in which we obtain’d it thro” 
the Divine Providence, and the Cenfent of a free Peo- 
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ple: Neverthelefs, as we are on our Part intent and 
careful to provide for every Thing with a vigilant Cir. 
cumfpeftion, we defire likewife that you do, on your 
Part, with Sincerity and Fidelity, concur therein by 
‘your good prudent Counfels and Refolutions, that this 
dangerous Ferment and the Fire hid under deceitful 
Afhes, may not break out into Flames, or make any ill 
Impreflions on the Minds of your Fellow-Countrymen. 
And that thefe:Letters Patents may come to the Know- 
ledge of every Body, we order, and require the fame to 
be read and publifhed in the Parifh Churches, and other 
ufual Places, Gc. 
Given at Warfaw, May 11, 1729. 





To this we fhall add the following Account of the 
bad Succefs of this Diet. 

The 22d of Augujt being the Day fix’d for the open- 
ing of the General Diet of Poland at Grodno, the King, 
who arriv’d there on the 16th, went on the Morning of 
their Meeting, with the Senators and moft of the Nun- 
cio’s (or Reprefentatives) to hear Divine Service in the 
Church adjoining to the Caftle, and after Mafs his Majefty 
permitted the Staroft Spiski, Reprefentative of the Palati- 
nate of Cracow, to take the Dire€tion of the Chamber of 
Nuncio’s for opening the Diet, in the Room of the 
Marthal of the former Diet, who having accepted of the 
Place of Marfhal of the Court, was not qualify’d to 
difcharge that Office. About Eleven in the Forenoon, 
the Staroft Spiski open’d the Diet with a very fine Speech ; 
after which, inftead of propofing the Eleétion of a new 
Marthal of the Diet, without whofe Prefence all their 
Proceedings are void, he mov’d for a Deputation to the 
Pope’s Nuncio, to know of him whether his Holinefs 
approved the Refolutions of the laft Diet, in Relation 
to the See of Rome. A Propofal fo out of the Way fur- 
priz‘d the Reprefentatives, who could not conceive the 
Meaning of it; and the Staroft Spiski finding, by the 
general Buzz that went thro’ the Houfe, that his Mo- 
. tion would not go down, ftood up again, and mov’d that 
they would proceed to the Choice of a Marfhal ; which 
was adjourn’d ’till the next Day. The 23d, the Nun- 
cio’s being met by Nine o’Clock in the Morning, it 
was thought neceflary to determine, before all other 
Things, whether the prefent Diet was an Ordinary or. 
an Extraordinary one 3; becaufe, if it was an Ordinary 
Diet, it fhould have been holden laft Year ; and if it 
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was an Extraordinary one, it could Jaft but a Fortnight. 
This Queftion watted the whole ‘Seffion in fruitlefs De- 
bates, and the Decifion of it was left to the King, to 
whom the Staroft Spiski was deputed, to acquaint his 
Majefty with the Subje& of Divifion. The 25th, that 
Staroft returned to the Chamber of Nuncio’s, and mov’d 
again to proceed to the Choice of a Marfhal of the Dier; 
but the Reprefentatives of the Dutchy of Litimania op- 
pofed the fame, and raifed new Contefls ; whereupon, 
the Seflion was adjourned “till the Day following. The 
26th, the Nuncio’s of Poland having agreed to elett a 
Marthal of the Diet, by collef&ting the Votes according 
to the Order of the Provinces, the Deputies of Lithua- 
nia would not confent to it. The 27th, thofe Deputies 
defired Leave to fpeak upon the Matters that had been 
debated in their two lait Meetings; but the Polan- 
ders urg’d on the other Hand, that what they had to 
fay would only raife frefh Difputes ; and that-it was 
abfolutely neceffary to chufe a Marfhal in the firft Place, 
fix Nuncio’s of Lithuania protefted againft all their fus 
ture Proceedings, and went out of the Houfe. Now, 
tho’ this Proteftation might be Jook’d upon as null, efpe- 
cially confidering the Diet itfelf is fo without a Mar- 
thal is ele&ted ; yet it was agreed to fend to thofe Nun- 
cio’s, and perfuade them to return, and the Seflion was 
adjourn’d “till the 29th. That Day the Staroft Spiské 
open’d the Seflion, by telling the Nuncio’s, that in his 
Opinion they would do well, before they proceeded to 
any other Bufinefs, to hear the Report of the Deputies, 
fent the Saturday preceding, to perfuade the Lithuanian 
Nuncio’s to come back : But one of thofe Nuncio’s, na- 
med Horain, a Notary of Wilna, oppos’d it, and infifted 
that there could be no farther Motion or Proceeding, be- 
caufe as there was a Proteft againft all that had pafs’d, 
or could pafs, in that Diet, it would be to no manner of 
Purpofe. He was feconded by the Staroft Potocki of Ha- 
lick. The Staroft Spiski, perceiving thefe Obftacles, 
moved to adjourn till the next Day ; but even that was 
oppofed by the Lithuanians.. They waited patiently for 
fome Hours; but at laft a Copy of the Proteft which 
the fix Nuncio’s had recorded in the Grod (a Court of 
Juftice) being produced by a. Member of the Houfe, 
the Staroft Spiski judg’d it in vain to endeavour any 
longer to ftem the Torrent of thofe who were for break- 
ing up the Diet, and therefore put an End to it by dif 
miffing the Nuncio’s, to the great Regret of all thofe 
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that are well affetted to his prefent Majefty. [And 
thus ended the Diet of Grodno, if any think it may properly 
be faid to end, before it begins, 

The following Articles will thew what happen’d after 
this unfortunate Breaking up of the Diet. 

Grodno, Sept.10. The King is very much troubled 

for the Rupture of the Diet. Some of the Nuncio’s 
having been to wait on his Majefty to teftify to him 
their fincere Concern for this unhappy Event, he an- 
{wer’d them, ‘ That he could not fufficiently exprefs 
© his Grief of Heart for the little Succefs of all the 
© Pains he had taken, and all the Trouble he had been 
at for the Good of the Kingdom: That the- Diet ha- 
ving been broken up only by the Capricioufnefs of 
the Malecontents, they could lay the Blame on none 
but themfelves, of the bad Confequences that would 
inevitably refult from that Rupture: That they 
ought to have confider’d the State of Affairs in Podolia, 
and the abfolute Neceflity of granting them the Afi. 
ftance they fo earneftly fue for in Regard to the For- 
trefs of Caminieck, whofe Fortifications are falling to 
Ruin: That they ought alfo to have confider’d how ne« 
ceflary it is, that the Alliance fhould be renew’d with 
a neighbouring Potentate, in order to have his Affi- 
ftance in cafe the Republick fhould be attack’d by the 
Turks. How great would our Satisfaftion have been, 
and how much would it have redounded to our Praife, 
if we could have determin’d the Affairs of Courland 
ard Livonia, and have remov’d the other Difficulties 
and Differences, which fubfift between the Republick 
and Ruffia and Sweden !? 
M. Rumpff, Minifter of Holland, is to fet out forth- 
with for Berlin, where he is to refide with the fame 
Charafter. The Council of Senators, affembled here 
fince the Rupture of the Diet, finith’d their Sittings 
yefterday, after having come to feveral Refolutions, the 
chief of which are as follow : 

I, The King, to obviate the Inconveniencies that may 
attend the Rupture of the late Diet, will call a new 
Diet to meet next Year at Grodno, at the Time limited 
by the Laws. 

II. His Majefty will give Orders to the Palatine of 
Lublin, as Embaffador of the Republick at the Court of 
Rome, to continue the Conferences) with the Pope’s Nun- 
cio, and enjoins him to teftify to him, not only a’ par- 
ticular Satisfaftion and Acknowledgment for the *

able Difpofitions of his Holinefs to renew the Concor- 
dates with the Republick, but to affure him alfo that on 
the Part of the Republick nothing fhal! be done that 
may be difpleafing to his Holinefs ; and that in the 
next Diet Means fhall be confulted on to give him Satis- 
faction, by moderating the Conttitution of Grodno, 
made in the Year 1727. 

III. The King is of Opinion that it is for the Inte- 
reft and Advantage of the Republick, that the Confe- 
rences with the Foreign Minitters fhall recommence at 
Warfaw the 234 of January of the enfuing Year, in the 
Prefence of the Archbifhop of Gne/ne, as Primate of the 
Kingdom, and of the Great Dutchy of Lithuania: And 
for that End his Majefty defires the faid Miniflers to be 
at Warfaw at the Time prefcribed, after a previous No- 
tification from the Great Marfhal of the Crown. 

IV. In the Place of M. ‘John Felix Sciniawski, Bifop of 
Chelm, nominated to the Bifhoprick of Wilna, his Ma- 
jefty appoints M. Staniflaus Hofius, Bifhop of Caminieck, 
to be Prefident of the Tribunal of Radom.

T HE following Piece was publifh’d by Authority 
at Paris, the Beginning of September laft, and en; 
tituled, ; 


BIRTH of Monfeigneur the DAUPHIN, 


"T'HE Vows of France are anfwer’d, and the happy 

Birth of Monfeigneur the Dauphin fills every Heart 
with Tranfports of Joy, which are much better felt 
than exprefé’d. 

The Queen being pretty far advanced in the ninth 
Month of her Pregnancy, felt fome Pains on the third 
Inflant, about Eleven o’Clock at Night, which were 
taken for Symptoms of her Majefty’s Labour ; but thofe 
Pains going off, the Princes and Princeffes of the Blood, 
who were attending her Majefty, upon that Occafion, 
withdrew, and her Majefty took a little Reft. On the 
4th, at two in the Morning, the Queen began to be in 
great Pain; and the King being got up, the Princes 
and Princeflés of the Blood, the Cardinal de Fleury, the 
Chancellor of France, and the Keeper of the Seals, were 
fent for, and repair’d in an Inftant to the Queen’s Bed. 
chamber, whofe Apartment was foon fill’d with Lords 
and Ladies of the Court. Her Majefty had violent 
Pains for an Hour and a Half, and at 4o Minutes after 
Three in the Morning, was happily brought to Bed of 
a Prince, whofe-Health and Strength give great Hopes 
of the Prefervation of his Life. The King, who did 
not leave the Queen all the while fhe was in Pain, but 
gave her Proofs of his Tendernefs, was in Ecftafies of 
Joy upon the Birth of Monfeigneur the Dauphin ; and 
every Perfon in her Majefty’s Bedchamber and Apart- 
ment, upon hearing the News, gave the King Proofs 
of their Affeétion for him, and of the Sincerity of their 
Vows for their Majefties Satisfa&tion. 

As foon as M. the Dauphin was born, he was fprink- 
Jed by the Cardinal de Rouen, Great Almoner of France, 
the Re€tor of Verfailles being prefent. The King af- 
fifted at that Ceremony; after which, the Dutchefs of 
Ventadour, Governefs of the Children of France, accom- 
pany’d by three Sub-Governeffes, carry’d M. the Daw 
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ee into the Apartment provided for hiin, where the 
erfons nominated to ferve him were attending. 

As foon as M, the Dauphin was arriv’d in his Apart- 
iment, the Marquefs de Breteuille, Commanier, Provott, 
and Matter of the Ceremonies of the King’s Orders, 
carry’d him the Ribband and Crofs of the Order of the 
Holy Ghoft, which were not given him in the Queen’s 
Chamber, becaufe the King, out of his great Care for 
her Majefty’s Health, would not let her know too foon 
that fhe was deliver’d of a Prince. The Marquefs de 
Breteuille perform’d the Ceremony, by reafon of the 
High Treafurer’s Abfence. 

The King left the Queen’s Apartment about half an 
Hour after Four ; and going into his own, fent the Sieur 
Le Fouin, one of his Gentlemen in Ordinary, to Cham- 
bord, to carry King Staniflaus, and the Queen his Con- 
fort, the News of her Majefty’s fafe Delivery, and of 
M. the Dauphin’s Birth. The Keeper of the Seals, Mi« 
nifter and Secretary of State for foreign Affairs, being 
return’d into his own Apartment, difpatch’d extraordi- 
nary Couriers to the King’s Embaffadors and Minifters 
at Foreign Courts, to apprize them of this great News, 
and all thofe Exprefles fet out at half an Hour paft Five 
fin the Morning. Other Perfons were likewife fent to 
communicate the fame to the Embaffadors, Foreign Mi- 
nifters, and Plenipotentiaries at Paris. 

No foorier was it known at Ver/ailles, that the Queen 
was brought to Bed of a Prince, but the Courts before 
the Caftle, and the whole Town, rung with Acclama- 
tions of Joy, which were repeated, and made yet louder 
under the King’s Windows, as foon as his Majefty was 
awaked. All the Lords of the Court, Heads of the 
fuperior Companies, and Perfons of Diftinétion, {trove 
to be before-hand with each other in paying their Re- 
fpe&s to the King, who received very graciouily the 
Tokens of Joy which every one gave him tpon that 
Occafion. His Majefty went at Noon to hear Mafs, du- 
ring which the Te Deum was fung by way of Thankf- 
giving for the Birth of M. the Dauphin. 

In the Afternoon, the King receiv’d the Comple- 
ments of her Royal Highnefs the Dutchefs of Orleans, 
the Princeffes of the Blood, and Ladies of the Court ; 
and after Evening Service, his Majefty went into his 
Bedchamber, where he faw the Foreign Embaffadors, 
and Minifters, who, without ftaying for the Notification 
ef M. the Dauphin’s Birth, went to Verfailles in the Mor 
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ning, to complement the King upon the fame, which 
feems to have fill’d them with a Joy equal to that of 
his Majefty’s Subjctts. 

The King went to fee the Queen and M. the Dauphin 
feveral Times in the Day. In the Evening, after -his 
Majefty had fupp’d, a great Number of Rockets, and as 
fine Fireworks as the fhort Time for getting them ready 
would permit, were play’d off upon the Parade between 
the great Iron Gates and the Stables ; together with a 
grand IlJumination form’d by Branches of Lights, and a 
vaft Number of Terines. At the fame Time, there 
were IJJiuminations, Bonfires, and other Demonftra- 
tions of Joy, in all the Streets of Ver/ailles. 

The Provoft des Merchands and Echevins of Paris, 
(like the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs of London) who went 
to the Hotel de Ville (or Town-houfe) as foon as they 
heard the Queen was in Labour, receiv’d the News of 
M.the Dauphin’s Birth, by the Count de Saugeon, En- 
fign of the Guards, who being in Waiting upon the 
Queen, was fent by the-King to carry the fame to the 
Corps deVille. He arriv’d at the Hotel de Ville about 
Five in the Morning, and immediately the Provoft and 
Echevins. order’d the good News to be made known to the 
whole City, ‘by firing the Cannon, and ringing the Bell 
of the Hotel de Viile, which, according to Cuftom, rung 
three Days and three Nights fucceflively ; as did alfo that 
of the Palace, which began to ring at the fame Time. 

The Marquefs de Brezxe, Great Mafter of the Cere- 
monies in Reverfion, after the Death of his Father the 
Marquefs de Dreux, arriv’d at the Hotel de Ville at Eight 
in the Morning, with the King’s Orders, purfuant to 
which, the Provoft des Merchands and Echevins began 
to regulate the Rejoicings for M. the Dauphin’s Birth. 

The News was no fooner fpread through the City, 
by the firing of the Guns, and the Arrival of Exprefs 
upon Exprefs from Ver/ailles, but the publick Joy be- 
gan to fhew itfelf, and nothing was to be heard but 
Vivg.le Roy, Vive la Reine, Vive Monfeigneur le Dauphin 5 
God fave the King, God fave the Queen, God fave the 
Daupiin, Thefe Acclamations lafted the whole Day, 
and at Night they were much greater, while Bonfires 
and Illuminations were feen at every Door. 

The fame Day, the Hotel de Ville was magnificently 
illuminated with Luftres, Branches, and Lamps with- 
out Number, form’d into the King and Queen’s Cy- 
phers ; and the Court-yard was illuminated with Flam- 
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beaux. About.Six in the Evening, the Provoft des Mer- 
chands and Echevins, with the Officers of the Corps de 
Ville, went in their. Gowns to the Square before the 
Hotel de Ville, and ,walk’d round it three Times, pre- 
ceded by Trumpets and Hautbois, al] the while throw- 
ing Money among the Populace, who had Bread and 
Meat given them at four feveral Places, where they 
had Fountains of Wine. They had afterwards a huge 
Bonfire, with Rockets ; and the Cannon, which had 
been difcharged for the 2d Time at Noon, wey again 
fired at Night, with a great Number of Chambers. 

There were, in different Parts of the Town, thirty 
five Fountains of Wine fet a running: in the Evening ; 
and at the fame Time the People had a great Quantity 
of Bread and Meat given them. The Houfe cf the 
Duke de Gefvres, Governor of Paris, was illuminated 
from Top to Bottom; and during the whole Time of 
the Rejvicings, not only his Houfe, but thofe of the 
Prefident Turgot, the Provoft des Merchands, the Eche- 
vins, and the Principal Officers of the Corps de Ville, 
were illuminated, and Bread and Meat and Wine, were 
given away at their Doors. 

The Princes of the Blood, Minifters, and Lords of 
the Court, diftinguifh’d themfelves, by giving Marks 
of their Joy, and had Fountains of Wine before their 
Hotels, which Were illuminated, as well as thofe of 
the Foreign Minifters. 

Thefe great Demonftrations of publick Joy were con- 
tinu’d the three following Days, during which, the 
Shops were fhut. In the Evenings the Bonfires and 
Illuminations were repeated, and the Hotel de Ville was 
illuminated different Ways. There wasa Bonfire every 
Night in the Square, with Rockets, firing of Cannon 
and Chambers ; and the Corps de Ville repeated their 
Liberality to the People, by throwing them Money, 
and giving them Bread, Meat, and Wine, in the Square 
before the Hotel de Ville, and in the feveral Places 
where they had Fountains of Wine the Day M. the 
Dauphin was born; on which Occafion the Provoit des 
Merchands and Echevins difcharged a great Number of 
Prifoners for Debt. 

The King’s firft Care, after the Birth of M. the Dau- 
phin, having been to return folemn Thanks to God for 
this new Inftance of his Proteétion, Wednefday the 7th 
Inflant was appointed for the Te Deum to be fung in the 
Metropolitan Church of Paris, for which the Archbi- 
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fhop received. his Majefty’s Orders the 5th. The Mat. 
quefs de Breze, Great Mafter of the Ceremonies, (in 
Reverfion_as before) went the fame Day to invite the 
fuperior Courts to be there, and deliver’d them thé 
King’s Sign-Manual for that Purpofe. And the King 
being defirous to convince his People, at the fame Time, 
how well pleafed he was with the Proofs they had gi- 
ven of their Joy, and Love to his Perfon, declared, thit 
after the Te Deum he would come and fup at the Hotel 
de Ville, and honour the Firework before the fame with 
his Prefence: Which the Provoft des Merchands and 
Echevins no fooner heard, but they order’d all the necef. 
fary Preparations to be made for his Majefty’s Reception, 
The Hotel de Viile was entirely hung with curious Tape- 
ftry, and adorn’d with innumerable Luftres and Branches, 
A Canopy was fet up at the Bottom of the great Hall, 
where a fort of Throne was erefted under the threé 
middle Windows. There was another Canopy upon 
this Throne, and a third on the Outfide of the Win- 





dow, whence the King was to feethe Fireworks. The 


Decoration of thofe Fireworks, which were near fixty 
Foot high, and the Devices had relation to the happy 
Birth of M. the Dauphin, and to the Joy of the City 
of Paris upon that Occafion. The Table at which the 
King was to eat, with the Princes, his chief Officers, 
and Lords of his Majefty’s Retinue, was plac’d in the 
Governors Hall, and the City Beufet was fet out there 
alfo. , 
On the 7th, at three in the Afternoon, the King fet 
out from the Caftle of Verfailles for the City of Paris, 
having with him in his Coach the Duke of Orleans, the 
Count of Clermont, the Prince of Conti, the Prince of 
Dombes, the Count of Eu, and the Count of Thouloufe. 
His Majefty’s three other Coaches were fill’d with the 
principal Officers of his Houfhould, and Lords of his 
Court. Detachments of the Gens d’ Arms, Light Horfe, 
and two Troops of the Musketeers of the King’s 
Guards, and a Detachment of the Life-Guards march’d 
before and behind his Majefty’s Coach, and their Offi- 
cers were pofted according to the Regulation of Novem- 
Ser 1724. The Vol du Cabinet, (a fort of Flying Squa- 
dron) commanded by the Sieur Forget, having the Ho- 
nour to attend his Majefty in his Journeys, march’d 

immediately before his Majefty’s following Goach. 
The King arriv’d about Five o’Clock at the Porte dé 
la Conference, without which his Majefty found the Guet 
a Cheval, 
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a Cheval, (Horfe-Watchmen) and going into his great 
Coach of State, proceeded to the Metropolitan Church, 
over the Quay des Thuilleries, that of the Louvre, the 
Pont-Neuf, the Quay des Orfevres, Rue St. Louis, and 
the New Market. The Regiments of French and Swi/s 
Guards made a Lane, and prefented their Arms, in all 
the Streets through which his Majefty pafs’d, as he 
went to the Metropolitan Church, to the Hotel de Ville, 
and on his Return to Ver/ailles. 

The King was receiv’d at the Door of the Metropo- 
Jitan Church by the Chapter, with the Archbifhop of 
Paris at their Head, who complemented his Majefty, 
and prefented the Holy Water to him. The King en- 
ter’d the Church with the Sound of Trumpets and Haut- 
bois of the Chamber, being preceded by the Great Matter 
and the Mafter of the Ceremonies, before whom march’d 
the Kings and Heralds at Arms ; and his Majefty went 
i placed himfelf in the Middle of the Choir before 4 

sk, over which there was a Canopy. The Duke of 
Orleans, Duke of Bourbon, Count of Clermont, Prince 
of Conti, Prince of Domes, Count of Eu, and Count of 
Thouloufe, the Cardinals de Kouen, de Biffy, and de 
Fleury, the Officers of the Crown, his Majefty’s princi- 

1 Officers and Lords of the Court, were placed near 
he King during the Te Deum, at which the Chancellor 
of France and the Keeper of the Seals affifted, accompa- 
ny’d by feveral Counfellors of State, and Matters of Re- 
quetts, 

The Clergy, the Parliament, the Chamber of Ac- 
counts, the Court of Aides, and the Corps de Ville, hae 
ving been invited according to ufual Cuftom, were at 
Church in their Gowns, in their proper Places. The 
Archbifhop of Paris officiated Pontifically at the Te 
Deum, the Singing of which was attended with a gene- 
ral Difcharge of the Cannon of the Baftile, the Arfenal, 
and City ; anfwer’d by the three Volleys of the Small 
Arms of the Regiments of French and Swifs Guards. 
After the Te Deum, the King paid his Devotions be- 
fore the Altar of the Virgin, whence his Majeity was 
conduéted to the Church-Door, with the Ceremonies 
obferved upon his Arrival. 

The King having taken Coach again, pafs’d through 
Rue de Noftre-Dame, Pont Noftre-Dame, Quay Pelletier, 
and arriv’d about Seven in the Evening at the Hote! de 
Ville, which was illuminated, within and without, 
with Branches of Chriftal Luftres, adorn’d with Gar- 
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Jands and Fettoons of Flowers, and Dolphins placed 
over all. The King was receiv’d at the Stairs Foot 
the Duke de Gefvres, Governor of Paris, the Prefident 
Turgot, Provott des Merchands, the Sieurs Remy, le 
Roy, Mefnil, and Befnier, Echevins, the Sieur Moria 
his Majefty’s Attorney, the Sieur Taltbout Recorder, 
and the Sieur Boucot Receiver, all in their Gowns, and 
accompany’d with the other Officers of the Corps de 
Fille. 

The King went up into the Great Hall, and appear'd 
at the Window, whence he faw the Motion of the Peo- 
ple in the Square, who made continual Acclamations of 
Vive le Roy. 

At Eight o’Clock, a general Salvo was made of the 
Cannon and Chambers ; after which, a great Number 
of Rockets were play’d off; and then the Fireworks, 
which were exceedingly magnificent. This Sight being 
over, his Majefty retir’d into an Apartment near the 
Great Hall, and foon after, his Majefty fat down to 
Table. The Duke of Orleans, Duke of Bourbon, Count , 
of Clermont, Prince of Conti, Prince of Dombes, Count 
of Fu, and Count of Tiouloufe, fat on his Majefty’s Right 
and Left. The Duke de la Rochefoucauld, the Duke de 
Gramont, the Duke de St. Aignan, the Duke de Picquigmy, 
the Marquefs de Villars, the Marquefs de Alincourt, the 
Count de Bavaria, the Count de la Rochefoucauld, the 
Duke de Charoft, the Duke Tallard, the Count de Gra- 
mont, the Prince de Tunnay-Charente, the Marquefs de 
Mailiebsis, the Duke de Mortemart, the Duke de Retz, 
Prince Charles of Lorrain, the Marquefs de Courtenveaux, 
the Duke d’Olonne, the Duke de Bethune, the Duke de 
Noailles, the Prince de Bouillon, the Duke de Luxem- 
burg, and the Duke de Richelieu, whom the King had 
nominated to have the Honour to accompany him on 
this Occafion, were plac’d at his Majefty’s Table in the 
Order they are printed, the Duke de la Rochefoucauld 
fitting on the King’s Right Hand, next the Count de 
Fouloufe. The Provoft des Merchands had the Honour to 
‘prefent the Napkin to his Majefty, and to wait at Table 
upon him. The Echevins, King’s Attorney, Recorder, 
and Receiver, waited on the Princes. The Supper, 
which was very magnificent, was drefs’d by the King’s 
Officers, but provided by the City, whofe Stewards co- 
ver’d the Tables; his Majefty being defirous on this 
Occafion to imitate the Example of the late King 
Lewis XIV. who was entertain’d at the City’s ae 
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when he came to Dinner there, ‘Fanuary 30, 1687. The 
King, rifing om Table, receiv’d the Napkin at the 
Hands of the Provoft des Merchands. After the Fire- 
works, there was a great Confort of Mufick placed in 
the Court of the Hotel de Ville, which held all the Time 
the King was at Supper. 

As foon as his Majefty was fat down at Table, feveral 
Tables were ferv’d up in the other Halls, for the Lords 
and other his Majefty’s Retinue ; and great Quantities 
of Refrefhments were diftributed among the People. 

The King went from the Hotel de Ville about half an 
Hour after Eleven, and was conduéted back to the Stairs 
Foot by the Corps de Ville, to whom his Majefty had 
the Goodnefs to exprefs his Satisfagtion with the Man- 
ner of his Reception; and the King taking Coach 
again, fet out on his Return to Ver/failles with the 
fame Train that attended him to Paris. His Majefty 
pafs’d by the Quay Pelletier, the Rue des Arcis, Rue des 
Lombards, Rue St.Denys, Rue de la Beronerie, and Rue 
St. Honore 3 and being arrived over-againft the Square 
of Louis le Grand, he rode round the fame, to fee the 
ilurinations, which were very beautiful. The King 
had order’d his Coachman to drive but a Foot-Pace, to 
give his People the Pleafure of feeing him, and to an- 
fwer the Vows fo univerfally made for the Continuation 
of the divine Bleffings upon his Majefty, the Queen, 
and M. thé Dauphin. During the March, the Officers 
of the Life-Guards, who furrounded the King’s Coach, 
threw Money among the People. 

His Majefty found magnificent Illuminations in all 
the Streets thro’ which he pafs’d, and went out at the 
Gate of St. Honore. He was attended as far as the Road 
to Verfailles by an extraordinary Crowd of People, in- 
ceffantly fhewing the Joy with which his Majeity’s 
Prefence had fill’d the whole City. 

All that Night the Rejoicings at Paris exceeded thofe 
of the three preceding Days, and will continue yet a 
fong while 3 the Companies, Communities, and Bodies 
making Preparations to give particular Marks of the 
Part they take in the publick Joy. 

The King being defirous that the Thanks he has re- 
turn’d to God, fhould be accompany’d with A€éts of 
Compaffion to the Poor, has granted feveral Graces, and 
given Orders to the Cardinal de Rouen, Gxeat Almoner 
of France, to diftribute large Alms, and to fet Prifoners 
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WEST-INDIES.

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HE Board taking into Confideration the Circumftan- 
ces of the Affairs of the Province at this Junéture, 
cannot but once more, and with great Earneftnefs, declare 
it to be the Duty of this Court forthwith to proceed to 
the Confideration and Difpatch of the Publick Bufinefs 
lying before them, left the refufing fo to do, may not 
only prove to the great Damage of ali Perfons concern’d, 
but alfo be refented by his Majefty, and have a Tene 
dency to endanger our happy Conftitution. 

The honourable Houfe have indeed objetted to the 
Validity of the late Adjournment of this Court from 
Bofton to Salem, and of any further proceeding there- 
upon, and made a Declaration agreeable thereto, which 
the Board think might have been a fufficient Saving or 
Referve to any Claim of Right they may apprehend 
they have. 

Befides which, the Houfe have by feveral Votes and 
Meffages, fince their fitting here by Virtue of the faid 
Adjournment, afted as a Houfe of Reprefentatives, 
and thereby feem to have got over the Difficulty. 

As to the Opinion of the Board touching the faid 
Adjournment, they apprehend it improper and inconve- 
nient to make any Doubt of the Validity thereof. And 
therefore as they have already pafs’d feveral Votes, and 
fent them down for Concurrence, fo they are ftill ready 
tv join with the Honourable Houfe, in proceeding to 
do the proper and neceflary Bufinefs of the Province.

From the Fournal of the Hon. Houfe of Reprefentatives, at 
Salem. Veneris Die 6 Decembris, A. D. 1728. 
Mr. Cooke, from the Committee appointed the 4th 
current, to take into Confideration the Meflage of the 
Hon. Board of the 28th u’t. reported thereon, which 
was read, and the Houfe came into the follewing MeG 


fage, and Vote, viz. 
: Nn2 WHEREAS 
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HEREAS the Hon, Board, on the 28th of 

the laft Month, fent a Meflage to the Houfe, 
declaring, with great Earneftnefs, that it was the Duty 
of this Court to proceed to the Confideration and Dif- 
patch of the Publick Bufinefs lying before them, &, 
which Vote carries with it ftrong Infinuations, that the 
Houfe had been very remifs in difcharging their Duty 
to the Country, to the Hazard of the Conftitution; 
which Imputations we humbly conceive are altogether 
groundlefs, and bear too hard on the Juftice and Inte. 
grity of this Houfe: Wherefore we are neceflitated to 
make known the true Reafons why the Houfe have 
proceeded no further in the publick Bufinefs, fince the 
removal of the Court to Salem. 

Upon fearching into the Writs for convening, holding 
and keeping the prefent Court, we find the Court-houfe 
in Bofton to be the Place affign’d, agreeable to the Law 
of the Province, made and paffed at a Seffion of the 
Great and General Court, May 1698, which hath had 
the Royal Approbation, and therefore ought to be a 
Rule to the Legiflature, for which End it was chiefly 
made. 

And no longer fince than Auguf? 1721, the General 
Court then fitting at the George Tavern on Bofton-Neck, 
the Honourable his Majefty’s Council joined with the 
Houfe of Reprefentatives, and declared the Place for 
holding General Courts was, by Law, fixed and deter- 
mined, and therefore endeavoured that Court might be 
removed to Cambridge, by the Legiflature, which the 
Hon. Samuel Shute, Efq; then Governor, refufed to com- 
ply with, fuppofing the Power was vefted in himfelf 
only 5 at the fame time fignifying his Willingnefs that 
the Court fhould be removed, if defired to be done by 
him; but both Houfes, rather than come into that, 
chofe to remain at Boffon, altho’? many Members were 
in great Hazard of the Small-Pox, then very prevalent 
in Bofton ; and in that Seffion, the Honourable Board, 
in anfwering a Vote of the Houfe, declared their Care 
and Concern to preferve the Rights and Privileges 
granted by Charter to this People, and in confequence 
thereof concurred with the Houfe in voting the Removal 
of the Court. . 

In November following, when the Court was removed 
to Cambridge, on occafion of the Small-Pox then raging 
in all Parts of the Town of Bojfton (a good and fufficient 
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Reafon againft keeping the Court there) the Houfe of 
Reprefentatives declined and wholly refufed going upon 
Bufinefs, though upwards of 40 Members were met at 
the College-Hall, the Place afligned for their Sitting ; 
whereupon the Governor fignified, that if the Legality 
or Regularity of the Court’s Removal was queftioned, 
he was content the Court fhould afterwards make valid 
their Sitting there ;. and before the Court proceeded to 
Bufinefs, the Houfe came into a Vote on that Head, 
which the Council concurred, and Governor Shute gave 
his Confent unto. 

Now the Law ftill fubfifis, and is the fame which de- 
manded thofe Savings and Reftriftions ; and thofe Refer- 
vations were made an Att of the whole Court, to their 
Jafting Honour, as well as Safety of the People. Should 
this Houfe therefore, fince this Removal, have deter- 
mined to go upon Bufinefs, without any Savings or Re- 
fervations, as the Honourable Board have prompted 
them to do, may it not juttly be feared, that inflead of 
performing our Duty, and ferving the Intereft of the 
Provinces, great Lofs and Damage might enfues for 
had we enter’d upon Bufinefs in the Matter propofed 
by the Honourable Board, we had afted in prejudice of 
the Rights and Liberties of this People; and the Vali- 
dity of the Court’s Proceedings might have been dif- 
puted, and many Law-Suits and troublefome Controver- 
fies foon have arifen, to the great Difturbance and De- 
triment of his Majefty’s good Subjeéts: here ; and this 
thro’ the’ Want of a due Care in this Court to prevent the 
fame, And we cannot, upon this Occafion, but exprefs 
our great Concern and Wonder, that the Honourable 
Board fhould be fo averfe to make Refervations and 
Savings now, fince the Court is removed for no Reafon, 
but a Pretence or miftaken Sufpicion, very injurious, 
and highly reflefting on this Houfe, to the great Differ- 
vice of his Majefty’s Intereft, and grievous Hurt and 
Damage of the Province; when they were fo free and 
forward to join in Objeftions, when the Court was re- 
moved, Anno 1721, from Bofton to Gambridge, upon real, 
good and neceffary Reafons, for his Majefty’s Service, 
and Benefit of the Province. 

And befides thefe Reafons, which affe&t all Removals 
of the General Court, without the Confent of the Legi- 
flature, there are particular Circumftances in this , 
making it dificult to enter upon Bufinefgs. We were re- 
mnoved to this Town of Salem (ag his Excellency in- 
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form’d us in his Speech upon our firft coming here) to 
bring us into the Settlement of a Salary: We cannot but 
efteem it as done by way of Compulfion, to conftrain us 
into what we had before and have fince declared we 
were not free to do, and accordingly we were direéted to 
the Court Houfe at Salem, never defigned, and no Ways 
prepared for the Houfe of Reprefentatives, where we 
cannot, without great Danger (in. this extream Seafon 
of the Year) tu the Lives or Health of the Members, at- 
tend to Bufinefs with any Application. And as we 
cannot but look upon ourfelves in a Sort of Durefs now, 
fo how foon we may be ordered to fome more inconve- 
nient Place we cannot tell. While we are in fuch ex- 
traordinary Circumftances, we cannot think the com- 
mon and ordinary Bufinefs of the Province can be very 
conveniently apply’d to and tranfaéted. 

As to what the Honourable Board fay, that we feem’d 
by feveral Votes and Meffages to have got over the Dif- 
ficulty of the late Adjournment, we would only, in 
Anfwer to it, offer, that as we apprehend the whole 
Tenour of our Doings and Proceedings, fince we have 
been at Salem, have abundantly fhewn the contrary ; and 
what Votes and Meffages thofe are of fo great Impor- 
tance, as to perfuade the Honourable Board otherwife, 
we are much at a Lofs to know. 

Upon the Whole, it appears very ftrange to us, that 
the Honourable Board (as towards the Clofe of their Mef- 
fage they fay they do) fhould apprehend it improper 
and inconvenient to make any Doubt of the Validity of 
the late Adjournment. The Law (as has been faid) is 
the fame as Anno 1721, when the Honourable Board de- 
clar’d the Place for the General Court fix’d, and the Cir- 
cumftances of the Cafe muft certainly perfuade .every 
impartial Perfon that it is more needful, juft, and. rea- 
fonable to make Obje&tions now, than at that Time. 
What then can be thought to be the Caufe of fuch a con- 
trary Proceeding, unlefs the Honourable Board have 
fome particular Defire to hinder or weaken this Houfe 
of Reprefentatives in preferving the Rights and Pri- 
vileges granted the People? And for this Apprehenfion 
there appears too much Ground, in that this Meflage of 
the Honourable Board, probably by their Order or Pri- 
vity, was in fuch an extraordinary Manner haften’d to 
the Prefs, to be publifh’d in a common News-Paper, 
and the only Paragraph in the Meffage thit made any 
Allowance of Right to us, alter’d in the Print fent 
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Abroad, and foften’d down to fomething imaginary 
only. 

However, notwithftanding all before-mention’d, that 
this Houfe may fhew their great Concern for his Ma- 
jefty’s Service, and the Good of the People, they have 
once more fent up to the Honourable Board, and do ear- 
neftly intreat, that as they have done heretofore, fo they 
would now concur with the Houfe, in qualifying this 
Court, that they may proceed forthwith to the Confide- 
ration and Difpatch of fuch publick Bufinefs as cannot 
be omitted or paffed over without Damage to the Pro- 
vince; and to difcharge the publick Debts; and for 
that Purpofe have fent the Vote accompanying this 
Meffage ; (as follows) 





Hereas his Excellency the Governor was pleafed on 
the 24th of O&ober paft, to order the General 
Court, then fitting in Botton, the Place affigned for conven- 
ing the faid Court, to be adjourn’d to the 31 ft of the /aid 
Month, and then to meet at the Court-Hou/e in Salem, in 
the County of Effex; by Reafon whereof fome Affairs of 
the Publick have not been paffed upon this Seffion, that may 
require a Difpatch: And inafmuch as this Houfe have hi- 
therto manifefted their Willingne/s, and do now again expre/s 
their earneft Defire to proceed to fuch Bufine/s of the Pub- 
lick only, the foregoing of which may differve the Province, 
and that all who have any Demands on the Publick Treafury 
may be paid their juft Dues, 


Refolved, That this Court take under Confideration 
all fuch Matters. Provided aiways, that no Advantage 
fhall be taken for or by Reafon of the aforefaid Adjourn- 
ment, or pleaded as a Precedent in Time to come for 
the Removal of any General Court from the Place fixed 
and determined by Law for convening, holding, and 
keeping Great and General Courts or Affemblies.

On Friday, Dec. 13. The Board having unanimoufly 
voted an Anfwer to the above Meffage of the Houfe, fent 
it down to them, in Subftance as follows : 


oie AT the Board are concern’d to find their fin- 
cere Intentions for the Publick Good fo mifcon- 
flru’d ; for when the Court had fat for near a Month at 
Salem, and in ali that Time the Bufinefs of the Province 
not proceeded on, the Council could not but look upon 
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themfelves as bound in Duty and Faithfulnefs to the 
Province, to move the Honourable Houfe to go upon . 
Bufinefs, which was done by the aforefaid Meflage, in 
fuch gentle and eafy Terms, that no Offence could be 
juftly taken thereat. 

That with regard to the Plea of the Houfe, that the 
Court-houfe in Bofton is the Place affign’d in the Writs 
for convening, holding and keeping the prefent Court, 
agreeable to the Law of 1698, which had the Royal 
Approbation, and therefore ought to be the Rule ; and 
the Steps taken Anno 1721, when the Court was ad- 
journ’d to Cambridge, Gc. the Board reply’d, That from 
the Tenor of the Att of 1693, it may be as well conclu- 
ded, that all Writs to the Sheriff fhould bear the Teffe 
of the Commander in Chief, and all Precepts from the 
Sheriff fhould be iffued by the Sheriff of the County of 
Suffolk, as that the mentioning the Town-Houfe in Bo- 
Jton in the Form of the Writ and Precept, fhall be con- 
firued to confine the Sitting of the General Court to the 
Town-Houfe in Bofton. 

That as to the Steps taken with Refpe& to the Re- 
moval of the Court to Cambridge in Auguft 1721, the 
Lords of the Committee of his Majefty’s Privy Council 
were of Opinion, when that Matter came before them, 
that Governor Shute had made good againft the Houfe his 
Charge of invading and encroaching upon his Majefty’s 
Prerogative; and that it evidently appear’d the Houfe 
had afflumed Powers that did not belong to them; and 
his Majefty in Council having taken the faid Report 
into Confideration, was pleafed to approve thereof : 
And the Board are at a Lofs to judge upon what Grounds, 
and with what Profpeét of Succefs or Safety the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives can difpute a Matter that has been fo 
fully determin’d by his Majefty in Council. 

That as to the Fears expreffed, That if the Court 
fhould go upon Bufinefs without Savings and Referva- 
tions, the Validity of their Proceedings might be dif- 
puted, and Law Suits and Controverfies might arife ; 
there is no Manner of Foundation for fuch Fears, efpe- 
cially if it be confider’d, That in the Year 1702, Go- 
vernor Dudley removed the Court to Cambridge by his 
own Authority, and that the Validity of what was then 
a&ted has never been call’d in Queftion, nor have any 
Law-Suits been known to arife from it. 

But that it feems evident the Houfe have indifputa- 
bly acknowledg’d the Validity of the Adjournment, not 
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only by adjourning themfelves from Day to Day, by 
fending up Votes to the Board for Concurrence, by fend. 
ing a Meffage to his Excellency to remove the Court 
back to Boffon, and another to allow them to adjourn 
themfelves for fome Weeks, but efpecially by voting a 
Memorial to his Majefty, and by impowering a Gentle- 
man to appear for and reprefent the Houfe of Reprefen- 
tives before his Majefty, and before the Board, and Off. 
ces in Great Britain. 

That the Council cannot but exprefs how much they 
are troubled at the unbecoming and undutiful Treat- 
ment given to his Excellency the Governor in the faid 
Meffage, and at the fame Time do with deep Concern 
obferve and refent that altogether groundlefs and moft 
injurious Infinuation, That the Board might have fome 
particular Defign to hinder or weaken the Houle of Re- 
prefentatives in preferving the Rights and Privileges 
granted to{the People  artd in fuggefting, That there was 
too much Ground for fuch Apprehenfion, in that proba- 
bly by the Order or Privity of the Board, their Meflage 
was in fuch an extraordinary Manner haften’d to the 
Prefs ; whereas the Clerk of the Council, who atted in 
that Matter, was only order’d to print that Meflage in 
Cafe the Houfe of Reprefentatives did not do it; and 
the Variation in the Print was through his own Mi- 
ftake. That the Board find themfelves on this Occafion 
obliged to declare, That as their Intereft is no lefs bound 
up in the Publick Weal than that of the Houfe, fo they 
have been and are no lefs tender of the Privileges of the 
People, and no lefs careful than the Houfe for the Cons 
tinuance and Prefervation of them ; and therefore merit 
better Treatment than has been afforded them in the faid 
Meffage. 

For all which Reafons they have thought proper to 
non-concur the Vote of accompanying the Meflage rea 
ferr’d to; and out of their great Regard to the Privi- 
leges and Profperity of the People, do again move the 
Honourable Houfe to join with ’em in bringing forward, 
and difpatching the Publick Bufinefs.

On receiving this Meffage from the Board, the Houfe 
came into the following Vote, viz. 


Hereas this Moufe have once and again, fince the Re- 
moval of the Court from Bofton to Salem, mani- 
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fefted their Defire that the Court should proceed to the Pub- 
lick Bufine/s of the Province that has not yet been paffed up- 
on, but at the fame Time deemed it expedient and neceffary 
that fome Vote or Refolve fhould pafs the Legiflature, res 
moving all Objettions occafion’d for or by Reafon of the faid 
Removal, and that no Advantage might be taken for Time 
fo come on this Account; did fend upto the Honourable 
Board two feparate Votes on that Head, fuppofing they would 
meet with their Concurrence 3 but, to the great Surprizxe of 
the Houfe, they were non-concurred, which conftrains us to 
aét feparately in this Matter, and do as far as in us lies, 
to preferve to the Inhabitants of this Province hereafter, 
the Ufe and Benefit of the Law made and paffed the 25th 
of May 1698, fixing the Town-Houfe in Botton the Place 
for convening and holding Great and General Courts, as was 
the Determination of the General Court when Sitting at Cam- 
bridge in November 1721. Thefe Things being duly con- 
fider’d, and that no Damage may accrue to the Province by 
not proceeding to the publick and necefJary Affairs of the Go- 
vernment, and that all fuch as have any Demands on the 
Treafury may be paid and fatisfy'd their juft Dues, this 
Hale ave willing te proceed to fuch Matter. The long Mef- 
fage received from the Honourable Board this Day having 
not in the leaft Meafure alter’d our former Opinion, touching 
the Power of removing this Court, provided no Advantage 
be had or made for or by Reafon of the aforefaid Removal, 
or pleaded as a Precedent for the future.

of the Committe of his Majefty’s Moft Honourable Privy 
Council, That Mr. eee and Solicitor General ~~ 
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of Opinion, That Mr. Shute a&ted rightly for the Prefer- 
vation of his Majefty’s Prerogative, and the Authority 
of his Governor, in refufing his Affent to the Refolution 
of the Houfe, about removing the General Court to 
Cambridge; and that the Houfe was in the wrong in ad- 
hering to it: And that their Lordthips having maturely 
confidered what was offered on both Sides, did agree upon 
the whole Matter to report as their Opinion to his Ma- 
jetty, That Governor Shute had afted with great Zeal

tch: But if the Adjournment hither be not legal, 
then the Court is of courfe fallen, and ip/o faéto diffol- 
ved, and all the Savings and Refervations we can pofli- 
bly make will fignify nothing, and’ be wholly infufi- 
cient to eftablifh and enforce what fhall be tranfatted 
here.

Now when the Houfe have 
proceeded fuch a Length, as to aét in an Affair of fo 
great Importance, that they fhould hefitate about other 
Matters, as difcharging the publick Debts, and tranf- 
a&ting the ordinary Affairs of the Province, feems to us 
altogether unaccountable. 

The Council cannot but exprefs on this Occafion, 
how much they are troubled at the unbecoming and un- 
dutiful Treatment given to his Excellency the Gover- 
nor in the faid Meffage ; and at the fame Time do with 
deep Concern obferve and refent that altogether ground- 
lefs and moft injurious Infinuation, that the Board 
might have fome particular Defign to hinder or weaken 
the Houfe of Reprefentatives in preferving the Rights 
and Privileges granted to the People ; and in fuggefting, 
that there was too much Ground for fuch Apprehenfion, 
in that, probably, by the Order or Privity of the Board, 
their Meffage was in fuch an extraordinary Manner 
haften’d to the Prefs: Whereas, the Clerk of the Coun- 
cil, who afted in that Matter, was only order’d to print 
that Meffage, in cafe the Houfe of Reprefentatives did 
not do it; and the Variation in the Print was through 
his own Miftake. The Board have feldom met with 
fuch harfh and indecent Ufage, and are now far from 
deferving it; And we find ourfelves on this Occafion 
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obliged to declare, That as our Intereft is no lefs bound 
up in the Publick Weal, than that of the Houfe of Re- 
prefentatives, fo we have been and are no lefs tender of 
the Privileges of this People, and no Jefs careful than 
the Houfe for the Continuance and Prefervation of them, 
and therefore merit better Treatment than has been of- 
fer’d us in the faid Meffage. 

Upon the whole, for the Reafons above mention’d, 
the Council have thought it proper to non-concur the 
Vote accompanying the Meffage herein referr’d to 5 and 


out of their great Regard to the Privileges and Profpe- - 


rity of this People, do again earneftly move the Ho- 
nourable Houfe to join with us in bringing forward, 
and difpatching the Bufinefs now lying before this 
Court.

Major Chandler, from the Committee appointed this 
Morning, reported, acording to Order, which was read 
and accepted, and thereupon the Hoafe came into the 
following Vote, viz. 

Whereas this Houfe have once and again, fince the 
Removal of the Court from Bofton to Salem, manifefted 
their Defire, that the Court fhould proceed to the pub- 
lick Bufinefs of the Province that has not yet been pafs’d 
upon, but at the fame Time deem’d it expedient gnd 
neceffary that fome Vote or Refolve fhould pafs the Be- 
giflature, removing all Obje&tions occafion’d for or by 
reafon of the aforefaid Removal ; and that no Advan- 
tage might be taken for Time to come upon this Ac- 
count, did therefore fend up to the Honourable Board 
two feparate Votes on that Head, fuppofing they would 
meet with their Concurrence ; but, to the great Sur- 
prize of the Houfe, they were non-concurr’d, which 
conftrains us to aét feparately in this Matter, and,do as 
far as in us lies, to preferve to the Inhabitants of this 
Province hereafter, the Ufe and Benefit of the Law 
made and paffed the 25th of May 1698, fixing the Town- 
houfe in Boffon the Place for convening and holding 
Great and Geperal Courts, as was the determination a 
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the General Court when fitting at Gambridge in Nov.1721. 
Thefe Things being duly confider’d, and that no Da- 
mage may accrue to the Province by not proceeding to 
the publick and neceffary Affairs of the Government, 
and that all fuch as have any Demands on the Treafu- 
ry may be paid and fatisfy’d their juft Dues, this Houfe 
are willing to proceed to fuch Matters. The long Mef- 
fage receiv’d from the Honourable Board this Day, ha- 
ving not in the leaft Meafure alter’d our former Opinion 
refpecting the Power of removing this Court, provided 
no Advantage be had or made for or by Reafon of the 
aforefaid Removal, or pleaded as a Precedent for the 
future. 





The Speech of his Excellency William Burnet, E/j; Cap- 
tain-General and Governor in Chief in and over his Ma-

Gentlemen of the Council, and Houfe of Reprefens 
tatives, . 
Te long Recefs you have had, has given you 

Time to think calmly on the Proceedings of the 
laft Seffion, and to know the Mind of the Country upon 
them. I now expe&t that the Refult of fo mature Deli- 
berations will be a Compliance with his Majefty’s 23d 
Inftruftion for fixing a Salary, which isa Thing, as I 
am inform’d, now accomplifh’d in every Colony in his 
Majefty’s Dominions, which has a Governor appointed 
by the Crown, except in New-England. 

I believe it will be proper for you, without Delay, 
to take fome Method to reftrain private Perfons from 
felling ftrong Drink to the Indians on the Weftern Fron- 
tiers, which, unlefs prevented, may probably be at 
tended with dangerous Confequences. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, 

T can acquaint you, that the Trading-Houfe on Saco 
River is finifh’d, and that Care is taken of it ’till Pro- 
vifion be made for the Support of a Garrifon to be fent 
thither, a Truck-Mafter appointed to refide there, and 
Supplies fent for the Trade, all which, I hope you 
will take into Confideration, 
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It deferves your Attention to obferve the ruinous 
Condition of the Fortifications in the Sea-Ports of this 
Province, and particularly in this antient Town, and 
to provide for their being put in good Repair. 

I need fay nothing further to perfuade you to finith 
what I propofed to you at our firft Meeting. I have 
faid enough upon that Subjeét fince I came to this Place, 
to which no Anfwer has been given ; and I hall only 
add, at prefent, that all Propofals to me, that deviate 
from my Royal Mafter’s Commands, will be vain and 
fruitlefs: And that, as I kept you together in the 
Fall, that you might avoid his Majefty’s Difpleafure, 
till you put it out of my Power to excufe you, by 
fending home a Declaration that muft have been highly 
offenfive to him ; fo I now give you an Opportunity 
which this Houfe of Reprefentatives will never have 
again, of retra€ting and retrieving fo unhappy Meafures, 
and of fhewing, that your Profeflions of Duty and Loy- 
alty to his Majefty, are more than Words.

Laft Friday, the 
General Affembly of New-Hampfhire, purfuant to his 
Majetty’s Inftruétions, fettled a Salary of 200/. Sterling 
per Annum, upon his Excellency Governor Burnet, die 
ring the Time of his Government. 


Abftraét of a Journal of the Houfe of Reprefentatives of 
the General Court of Afembly of the Maflachufets-Bay 
in New-England, begun and held at Salem on Wednefday 
May 28, 1729, 


Deputation from the Council-Board having ac 

quainted the Houfe, that they were appointed by 
the Governor to adminifter the requifite Oaths to the 
Members, the fame was done accordingly by all the 
Members prefent ; and the Writ and Precepts being af- 
terwards brought into the Houfe from the Secretary of 
the Council Chamber, the Gentlemen chofen to repre- 
fent the feveral Towns, were found to be according td 
the Lift of them. 

The Houfe then proceeded to chufe a Speaker, which 
Choice fell on ohn Quincy, Efq; and the Governor was 
pleafed to approve the fame ; and ohn Wainwright, Efq; 
was chofen and {worn in Clerk of the faid Houfe 
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The Houfe then fent up to the Governor for his Ap- 
probation, their Votes for 28 Counfellors or Ailiftants, 
according to their Charter, for the enfuing Year, and 
his Excellency return’d a Meflage by Mr. Secretary Wil- 
lard, as follows, viz. ; 





‘ ] Confent to the Eleétion of the Perfons within named to 


be Counfellors, except Jonathan Belcher and Ifaac Lit- 
tle, E/qs. whom I hereby negative.

Then Capt. I/aac Fohnfon, Mr. Fohn Hobfon, Mr. Samuet 
Bradford, and Mr. Stephen Hall, were chofen Monitors 
of the Houfe. . 

_, After which, his Excellency, by Meffage, prorogu’d 
the Houfe to Wednefday the 25th of Fune. 

When, a Quorum being met, and the fame fignify’d to 
his Excellency, the Hon. Board fent a Meflage to the

A Bill was then read the firft Time, for granting to 
his Majefty feveral Rates end Duties of Impoft and Tonnage 
of Shipping. ; 

And a Mefflage being fent to the Board, that the Houfe 
was ready to proceed to the Choice of an Attorney-Ge- 
neral, and to defire the Board to join with them there- 
in, Mr. Secretary Willard brought down from his Ex- 
cellency the following Royal Inftruftion to his Excel- 
lency on that Head.

HEREAS it is very neceffary for our Service, 

That there be an Attorney-General appointed and 
fettled, who may at any Time take Care of our Rights and 
Interefts within our faid Province; you are with all cou 
venient Speed to nominate, with the Advice and Confent cf 
the Council or Affiftants,; a fit Perfon for that Trujt. And 
whereas we have been inform'’d, That the General Court

This Inftru&tion was then read, as was alfo a Letter ° 
from Capt. Fo/eph Kellogg, dated at the Block-houfe above 
Northfield, and another from Capt. Thomas Smith, at the 
Truck-houfe on Saco River, June 2, 1729, giving an 
Account of the State of the Truck Trade at thofe Places, 
communicated by his Excellency. 

Mr. Secretary alfo brought down a Letter from Fere. 
miah Dummer, Efq; dated at Weftminfter, April 25, 1729, 
giving an Account of the State of the Province’s Affairs 
at the Court of Great Britain, which was read. 

And Mr. Speaker communicated fundry Letters from 
Francis Wilks, Efq; dated London, March 3, 4, 11, 245 
1729, and alfo one other dated London, April 25, from 
Francis Wilks and Jonathan Belcher, Efgs. Agents of the 4 
Houfe, to juftify them for not fixing a Salary on the 
Governor, giving Account of the Hearing lately had 
of that Matter, before the Privy Council and the Board 
of Trade, and of other Affairs of the Province at the 
faid Court, which were alfo read. 

And then feveral private Affairs of the Province were 
taken into Confideration. 

Thurfday, Fune 26. Several other private Affairs of 
the Province being difpatched for Difcharge of fundry 
Payments and Disburfements of feveral Gentlemen in 
the Service of the Province, and fent up for Concur. 
rence 3 the Bi'l for granting to his Majefty feveral Rates 
and Duties of Impoft and Tonnage of Shipping, was reada 
fecond Time. 

Friday 27. Other private Bufinefs of the Province 
was difpatch’d, and Re/olv’d, That one Penny per: Acre 
be levy’d on all the Non-refident Proprietors of Lands - 
belonging to the Town of Biddeford, for one Year, for 
the Support of the Miniftry of the frid Town. : 

And that the faid Letter from Francis Wilks, Efq; of 
the 24th of March, and the Letter from Meff. Wilks 
and Belcher, of the 25th of April laft, be printed in the 
Journal. ‘Phe former of which is as follows, viz, 
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? the Hon, William Dudley, E/g; Speaker. 
SIR, Fi 
M< laft was afew Lines by Capt. Lithered, when I 
advifed that a Hearing before the Board of Trade 
upon your Addrefs, was appointed to be on Saturday 
the 15th Inftant: We attended accordingly, but the 
Attorney and Solicitor-General heing engag’d, got it off 
to Saturday the 22d. I advifed you, that the Counfel 
I had engag’d was Mr. Wills and Mr. Fazakerly ; but 
the Hearing being put off, the latter was obliged to go 
the Circuit with the Judges ; inftead of him we got 
Dr. Sayer, an equally able Gentleman. I have not had 
Time enough to colle& the principal Arguments on both, 
Sides, to fend by this Opportunity, but fhall do it by 
next. I muft, in Juftice to the Counfel, let you: know 
how bravely they behaved, fuitable to the Juftice or 
Dignity of the Caufe; nothing was omitted that could 
be faid, in the general Opinion of thofe that were prefents 
and tho’ it was againft an Inftruétion from the Crown, 
the Objeftiuns to it were urged in fine Language, with 
as much Spirit, and as great Force of Argument as 
have been known in any Cafe. I don’t know what Sort 
of a Report the Lords of Trade may.make, but this I 
can fay, that out of near thirty Gentlemen of confide. 
rable Figure, that were fo kind as to be at the Hear- 
ing, I don’t find one but agrees that your Proceedings 
are perfeftly right, and becoming Men entitled to Eng- 
lifh Liberty. What was urg’d as a principal Reafon for 
fixing the Salary, was the Influence you had over the 
Governor, to pafs A&s againft his Opinion, otherwife 
his Salary was leffen’d or poftpon’d ; an Inftance of it 
was produc’d, when Lieutenant Governor Dummer would 
not pafs an-A& for emitting Bills of Credit ; to obviate 
that, it was hinted, that perhaps you might be pre- 
vail’d upon to pafs an Aét, to vote the Governor’s Sa- 
lary the firft of every Seflion, My Lord Weftmoreland 
asked me, if I had Inftru@ion to compromife the Mat- 
ter, if you would be willing to fix the Salary during 
the prefent Governor’s Time only ? I told his Lordhip 
I had no Inftruétions to that Purpofe, or any other that 
tends any Ways to fixing a Salary. I fhall be very glad, 
if upon the Report of the Board of Trade, that Affair 
may be ended, by a new Inftruftion being fent to Go- 
vernor Burnet, not to infift upon your fixing a Salary 5 
if not, fhall make Apeiieetion for another Hearing be- 
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fore the Committee of Council: As we proceed, I thall 
take Care to advife you, and do now give you the itrong- 
eft Affurances of my Readinefs to do all that’s in my 
Power, in the Service I have the Honour of being em- 
ploy’d by the Honourable Houfe of Reprefentatives, to 
whom I defire you will communicate this, with my 
former, and am very glad to find by the Votes, that 
“Jonathan Belcher, Efq; whom we daily expect, is de- 
fired to join with me in maintaining the Rights of your 
Haufe.

te AT upon finding the Lords of Trade and Plan- 
tations had made their Report on the Hearing had 
before them, the faid Agents put in a Petition to the 
‘Committee of his Majefty’s Moft Hon. Privy Council, 
to be heard before them on the faid Report : That they 
accordingly appointed Tuefday the 22d Current, and 
the Agents attended with the fame Council as at the 
Roard of Trade, the Attorney and Solicitor-General be- 
ing on the other Side: That a great Number of Gentle- 
men were at the Hearing: That the Matter was well 
argu’d in Favour of the Houfe of Reprefentatives, but 
that the Agents underf{tand, the Lords of the Council 
reported to his Majefty in Confirmation of the Report 
they receiv’d from the Board of Trade, the Purport 
whereof was, that the Affembly fix or fettle a Salary

Time alone will difcover : And that, as there are many 
Things to be confider’d from the conftant Viciffitude of 
Human Affairs, and even in that Cafe, that.they fhould 
come into an Affembly always the Supporters of Liber- 
ty and Property, *twas the Advice of the beft Friends 
of New-England, That if a Salary muft be fixed, it mutt 
be better to be done by the Supreme Legiflature, than 
to do it themfelves. But that they the faid Agents can- 
not be of Opinion, that the Parliament of Great Bri- 
zain would judge it confiftent with the Charter to make 
a Law to fix a Salary on the prefent Governor of MajJa- 
. chufets Bay. 

Thefe Gentlemen then added, The Charge of the Af- 
fair hitherto is inclofed, and the further Profecution of 
it will create a confiderable Charge, whether in Parlia- 
ment or otherwife, which we doubt not you will take 
Care timely to provide for. Sir, as there are never want- 
ing thofe who are unfriendly to the Plantations, fo we 
fuppofe from fuch the inclofed Bill hadits Rife. You 
will fee by the Votes of the Houfe of Commons, the 
feveral Agents have laid in their Petitions to be heard 
againft it ; and their printed Cafe you have herewith. 
We fhall take Care to advife the Honourable Houfe of 
Reprefentatives what may be the Refult of this Bill, 
as we conftantly fhall of every Thing elfe that comes to 
our Knowledge, any Way affeéting the Intereft and Wel- 
fare of the Province of the Maffachufetts Bay.

Mr. Cooke, from the Committee appointed the 26th of 
June, to confider of what may be proper for the Houfe 
todo, on Account of the Honourable Board’s refuling 
to join with the Houfe in the Choice of an Attorney- 
General, made Report, which was read and accepted, 
and the Houfe came into the following Meffage there- 
upon, viz, 


“EH E Houfe cannot but wonder that the Honoura-

Choice of an Attorney-General ; the Day following, 
the Board acquainted the Houfe, they .had confider’d 
thereof, and did not fee Caufe to agree to it; where- 
upon the Reprefentatives defir’d to know the Reafons 
inducing the Council’s Refufal, for that the Houfe 
efteem’d it to be a Privilege belonging to the Court, 
And on the 18th of the faid Month the Affembly hear- 
ing nothing from the Board on that Head, and being 
defirous to do all that was proper for them to-preferve

fair; which being fent up, the Board propofed the 
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Seffion, The next Day the Houfe moved the Board to 
pafs on their Vote, and if non-concurred, that the

putting off the Confideration thereof to the next May - 
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© Houfe might have a Conference, it being a Matter of 
© great Confequence to this Province. Then the Board 
* inform’d they had non-concurred the Vote, but agreed

© ed to appoint Managers, but foon after the Board fent 
© down a Meffage, purporting, that after further De- 
* bate, and Trial of the Mind of the Board, it was voted,

And thus that Office hath been filled ever fince, and 
confented to by all fucceeding Governors.

* without Precedent, and not agreeable to the Rules of

bers of the laft, cannot but think it their Duty, hum- 
bly to apply to your Excellency, upon your Refufal of 
& Wartant to the Treafurer for their Pay: Every one 
muft be fenfible, that the Law of the’Province, made 
and paffed now almoft three Years fince, plainly dire&s 
and requires, that the Reprefentatives be paid upon a 
Certificate from the Glerkof the Houfe, as well as the Mem- 
bers of his Majefty’s Council by a Certificate from the Secre- 
tary : It appears therefore very ftrange, that your Ex- 
etliency fhould fign a Warrant for the Pay of the a 
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yable Board, and yet refufe it to the Members of rhe 
Houfe, when they were both equally and pofitively required 
byLaw. We fhould beg Leave humbly to fay, that we 
cannot underftand, , that a Part of the Legiflature can 
have Power to defeat an 4& of the Whole, which mutt be, 
if your Excellency alone or with the Honourable Board, can 
deny the Pay of the Members of the Hou/fe, againft the ex- 
prefs Words, as wel] as the true Intent and Meaning of 
the aforefaid A&. This Houfe have confider’d your 
Meffage of the 18th of April laft, and obferve the Rea- 
fons mention’d for refufing or deferring the Members 
Pay, viz. That fo much of their Time was [pent not in do- 
ing the Bufinefs of the Province, and that the Houfe refu/ed 
any further Gonfideration of fettling a Salary on the Gover- 
wor for that Seffion. As to the firft it feems very plain, 
that the Houfe had for along Time little or nothing ly- 
ing before them unpaffed on, and therefore defired once 
and again to rife, but were deny’d, and conftrain’d to 
fit, as they were afterwards to remove from their own 
Houfe and Records in Boffon to the Townof Salew, to 
bring them (as muft be fuppofed) into a Settlement of 
a Salary on your Excellency : It looks hard therefore, 
that their Sitting againft their Inclinations, when there 
was little or no Bufinefs to do, to bring them into your 
own Defire, thould be a Reafon to your Excellency to 
refufe them ‘their Pay. And we would humbly offer 
further, both as to thisand the fecond Reafon mention’d, 
iz. The laft Houfe’s refufing any further Confideration 
of fettling a Salary for that Seflion, that there is no Con- 
ition in the Law of the Members having their Pay, 
but Attendance on the Court, certify’d by the Clerk, and 
not their being always of the fame Sentiments with the 
Governor: We would therefore earneftly pray your Ex- 
cellency’s: juft Confideration of the great Hardflips the 
Members of the laft Houfe underwent, in being de- 
ny’d their Pay, and that, according to the plain Di- 
re&tion of the Law, and conftant Ufage, you would pleafe 
to grant a Warrant to the Treafurer, for what is fo clear- 
ly their Due. - 

' This Meffage being fent up, his Excellency anfwer’d, 
Phat he fhould lay this Matter before the Lords of Trade, 
and take their Direftions thereupon. 

After Difpatch of other private Bufinefs of the Pro-

what may be proper to be done thereon. 

Alfo a Committee was appointed to infpe& the Ac- 
counts of Mr. Treafurer Aliex, which were then deli- 
ver'd in, and to report their Opinion thereon. 

Friday, July 4, Voted, That Mr. Speaker, and the 
Bofton Reprefentatives be a Committee, to take under 
Confideration the feveral Letters lately receiv’d from 
Meff, Wilks and Belcher, Agents of the Houfe, and pre- 
pare what Anfwer may be proper to be made thereto, 
and report their Opinion as foon as may be. 

Refolv’d, That Mr. Treafurer be, and hereby is di- 
re&ted to furnifh and fupply Meff. Francis Wilks and Sfo- 
nathan Belcher, Efqs. Agents for the Houfe at the Court 
of Great Britain, with the Sum of 500/, Ster/. in the 
beft Way he can, to reimburfe the Agents in what they 
have advanced, and further to enable them to go on in 
the Defence of the Liberties and Privileges of his Ma- 
jefty’s Subje&ts of this Province, by fetting their Cir- 
cumftances in a true and clear Light, either before his 
‘Majefty in Council, or any where elfe, where the fame 
may come under Confideration ; the faid Agents to be 
accountable for the Difpofal of the Money. Sent up for 
Concurrence. 

Mr. Cooke, from the Committee appointed laft Night 
to confider of his Excellency’s two Meffages, as to the 
Supply of the Treafury, and the Pay of the Members for 
the laft Year, made Report, which being read, the 
Houfe came into the following Meflages, viz. 





MESSAGE I. 

HIS Houfe being folicitous to difcharge the pub- 

lick Debts, did Yefterday pafs a Refolve for fupply- 

ing the Treafury with 20,000/. Bills of Credit, which 
Refolve the Members of his Majefty’s Council concurr’d 5 
but his Excellency the Governor having inform’d this 
Houfe by a Meffage, that he did not think it proper to 
confent to any Form for Supply of the Treafury, but 
what was pra&tis’d before the Year 1721 5 now, inaf- 
much as the Way and Method heretofore ufed in fup- 
plying the Tycafury, was ¢fteatimes found very incon- 
vegicnt,

venient, and the Occafion of uncomfortable Difputes 
between the two Houfes, refpetting the Difpofa! of the 
publick Moneys, which tended greatly to the Differ- 
vice of the publick Peace and Weal of this Province 5 
for the future Prevention whereof, the Form for Supply 
of the Treafury was agreed upon, after many folemn 
Debates and Arguments, urged and infifted upon by 
two Parts of the Legiflature, and confented to by the 
Commander in Chief, in another Way and Manner. 
The Method we are now in the Praétice of in fupplying 
the Treafury, we apprehend is conformable to the lauda- 
ble Pra&tice of the Parliament of Great Britain, who 
ever appropriate the Moneys they raife, and what is in 
an efpecial Manner dire&ted by the Powers granted in 
the Royal Charter; and we humbly conceive, the Debts 
of the Government have ever fince been as punftually 
anfwer’d, and the Honour and Ju(ftice of the Legifla- 
ture as well preferv’d. 

The Houfe therefore cannot but efteem it their boun- 
den Duty to ufe all proper Means that the aforefaid 
Refolve may have the Confent of his Excellency the 
Governor ; wherefore, we the Reprefentatives, in Du- 
ty to his Majefty, as well as Faithfulnefs to our Coun- 
try, renew our Requeft to his Excellency, that he would 
be pleafed to confent:to the aforefaid Refove, and move 





the Hon. Board to join with the Houfe in this our juft 
and reafonable Defire, not doubting of the ready and 
chearful Concurrence of the Board herein. 


The following is the Mefflage agreed upon at the 
fame Time by the Houfe, in Relation to the Gover- 
nor’s Anfwer to their former Meffage concerning the 
Pay of the Reprefentatives for 1728, viz. (That he should 
lay this Matter before the Lords of Trade, and take their 
Direétions thereupon.) 


MESSAGE Ut. 

HE Houfe of Reprefentatives, in faithful Dif 
T charge of the great Truft repofed in them, on the « 
third Inftant apply’d to his Excellency the Governor, 
in very prefling Terms, in Behalf of the Reprefenta- 
tives that ferv’d in the General Court the two laft Sef- 
fions the Year paft, that they might receive their Wa- 
ges out of the publick Treafure, purfuant to the Law 
of this Province in that Cafe made and provided. Yo 
which Mefflage his maeg was pleafed to fay, T ~ 
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he would lay that Matter Before the Lords of Trade, and 
take theiy Direétions thereon. Which Anfwer we cannot 
but look upon as another Denial to do Juftice to thofe 
Members, to their grievous Hurt and Damage, ‘the Go, 
vernor being by that Law in no wife left at Liberty 
whether he will or will not make a Warrant upon a Cers 
tificate from the Clerk of the Houfe, inferting the Atten- 
dance and Travel of the feveral Members, being laid 
before him, which was tender’d him by Order of the 
Houfe. The General Court now fitting efteem it our 
bounden Duty to do all that in us lies, by all proper 
Ways and Means, that Juftice may have an impartial 
Flow throughout the Province, it being one main End 
‘and Intent of this Court Sitting from Time to Time, 
and the Reafon why their Sitting is defray’d by the 
Body of the People here. Thefe Things being duly 
weigh’d and confider’d, we humbly conceive, that it 
cannot be thought amifs that further Application fhould 
be made to his Excellency touching this Affair 5 and 
not doubting, but that the Hon. Board will willingly 
promote and forward a Thing fo requifite to be accom- 
plith’d ; and for the avoiding the great Difquiet of the 
Minds ‘of his Majefty’s good Subjefts inhabiting this 
Province, do therefore moft earneftly move the Board, 
that they would do what they may think advifeable, 
confifient with their Duty and Station, to incline his 
Excellency to fign the Warrant above mention’d. 





The Houfe then proceeded to the Bufinefs of the Pro- 
vince; and receiv’d a Meffage from the Board, recom- 
mending the Difpatch of the Sachems, and other Indians 
of the Eaftern Tribes, purfuant to their own Requeft, 
and what Prefents, according to Cuftom, were proper 
to be made them. As alfo, That the Board had paffed 
the Bill for granting to his Majefty feveral Rates and 
Duties of Impoft and Tonnage of Shipping 3; which, with 
the Amendments, were read) and concurr’d to by the 
Houfe. ‘ 

Saturday, Fuly 5, Voted, That Elifha Cook, Efg; and 
Mr. Stephen Hall, with fuch as the Hon. Board fhall ap- 
point, be a Committee to make fuch Prefents to the In- 
dian Sachems, as they fhall think fit, not exceeding 
3457. Value. 

And, That Mr. Welles, Mr. Cooke, Captain Goddard, 
Major Brattle, and Mr. Lewis, be:a‘ Committee -to pre- 
gare an humble Addrefs to be prefented to his Majefty, 

: , refpeRting 
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refpefting the Difficulties we now labour under, by 
Reafon of the male Adminiftration of our prefent Go- 
vernor. 

And after the Difpatch of other private Bufinefs of 
the Province, the Houfe adjourn’d to Tuefday follow- 
ing 3 at what Time they met, and voted feveral Orders 
for their Regulation ; and the next Day, viz. Thurfday, 
July 9, Mr. Speaker communicated a Copy of a Letter 
from Francis Wilks and Jonathan Belcher, Efgs. their A- 
gents in England, dated London, April 25, 1729, and 
another from the fame, inclofing a Copy of the Report 
of the Lords of Trade on the Houfe’s Memorial to his 
Majefty ; the Agents Petition to the Lords of the Coun- 
cil, and their Lordfhip’s Order thereon ; the Arguments 
ufed by the Attorney and Solicitor General before the 
Lords.of Trade ; the Arguments ufed by the Council 
of the Houfe, before the Board of Trade ; the Bill for 
better Prefervation of his Majefty’s Woods, Gc. Rea- 
fors for encouraging the Importation of Iron from the 
Plantations ; Obfervations on the Cafe of the Province, 
&. the Arguments on both Sides, as taken down at the 
Hearing before the Lords of the Committee of his Ma-- 
jefty’s Moft Hon. Privy Council ; the Account of Char- 
ges in foliciting the Affairs of the Houfe of Reprefen- 
tatives of the Province of the Ma/Jachu/ets Bay; which 
were all read: As alfo, 

A Letter from Sferemiah Dummer, Efq; dated London, 
May 3, 1729, refpesting the Publick Affairs of the Pro- 
vince at the Court of Great Britain. As alfo, 

A. Memorial of fundry Merchants of Bofton, fetting 
forth fundry Burthens they labour under, by extraordi- 
nary Fees lately levy’d on the Shipping, and praying 
Relief: Which was committed to the Committee fo 
Grievances appointed the 5th of ‘July. ; 

Then they proceeded to enquire whether the Board 
had paffed on the Vote of the Houfe with relation to the 
Indian Prefents, and finding they had not, they voted 
that his Excellency fhould be defired again to concur 
with their Refolution on that Head. 

As alfo, whether the Board had paffed on their Vote 
for the fupplying their Agents with 500/. Ster/. which 
they likewife found not proceeded on. 

Voted, That a Meffage be fent to his Excellency the 
Governor, to acquaint him, that the Houfe is defirous 
to enter into the Confideration of the ufual Allowances, 
and therefore defire his Excellency to pafs the Su pply. 
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of the Treafury, that fo the Honour and Dignity of 
the Government, may be fupported. 

Sent up by. Major Brattle, Mr. Lemmon, and Mr, 
Lynde, a Meftage to the Hon. Board, to inform them, 
That the Houfe had receiv’d a Letter from the A- 
gents, inclofing fundry Papers refpefting their Affairs 
at the Court of Great Britain, which the Houfe is ready 
to communicate to them, if they defire to fee thems 
Who return’d, They had deliver’d the Meffage to his 
Excellency, who faid, ‘ He was ready to pafs the Sup- 
* ply of the Treafury, but fhould do it in no other Way

In the Afternoon of the fame Day, a Petition of Mr.

Reafons mention’d, was read, and it was refolv’d, 
¢ That the Sum of Five Pounds be allow’d and paid out

© mention’d 3” which they fent up for Concurrence, 

Voted, That Mr. Lewis, Mr.Cujhing, Mr. Lynde, and 
Mr. Wainwright, be a Committee to take into Confide- 
ration the Tax Bill, and report what Amendments ma y 
be proper to be made. 

Order’d, That Major Gerri/h go up with a Meffage to 
the Hon. Board, to enquire whether they have pafs’d 
on the Vote for fupplying the Agents with 500/. Ster). 
who return’d, It was non-concurr’d.
